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JOBLESS JOIN 
THE PROTEST 

T radesmen plan dawn demo at power p lant 
in British jobs for British workers campaign 


UNEMPLOYED workers will 
demonstrate outside a power sta¬ 
tion on Wednesday in a row similar 
to the one that sparked wildcat 
strikes throughout the UK. 

French multinational Alstom has been criti¬ 
cised by union Unite for not including a clause 
in its tendering contract so that any subcon¬ 
tractor helping to build the new gas-fired 
plant on the Isle of Grain must seek to employ 
British tradesmen. 

The union fears two Polish firms awarded 
contracts - Remak and ZRE Katowice - will 
bring in cheaper workers from abroad. A simi¬ 
lar dispute over the arrival of more than 200 
Italian and Portuguese staff at an oil refinery 
near Grimsby led to unofficial strikes at UK 
power plants earlier this week. 

However, next week’s ‘British jobs for British 
workers’ action at Grain has been agreed by 
union officials and is legal. 

Unite’s Neil Willoughby said the union had 
made little progress in its discussions with 
Alstom, and expected upwards of 200 unem¬ 
ployed tradesmen to protest from 6.45am. 

He said: ‘We’ve had a couple of meetings 
since Christmas but no assurances that UK 
workers will be used. That’s the way it stands, 
but it is early days. 

“It appears Alstom is discriminating against 
us and not giving us any consideration. But I

don’t believe it is a lost cause and is something 
we have to really push for. We presented a list 
to Alstom with the names of hundreds of 
skilled workers they could contact, but there’s 
been little progress. Alstom has also placed an 
advert at Chatham job centre, but despite 
nearly 200 applicants no-one has been taken 
on. You would have thought some of them 
would have been contacted at least.” 

Mr Willoughby said he had received support 
from Labour MPs including Jonathan Shaw 
(Chatham and Aylesford) and Bob Marshall- 
Andrews (Medway), as well as Tory MP Julian 
Brazier (Canterbury and Whitstable). 

Frustrations 

However, he was disappointed not to have 
more on board. He said: “This is something 
that directly affects skilled workmen in their 
constituencies, so you would have thought 
they would be more supportive. Some of the 
Tories I contacted haven’t even responded.” 

Minster Mr Shaw, whose government 
opposed this week’s protests, said: “People 
should have access to job opportunities. That’s 
been a central concern of workers and I hope 
the company will give the union assurances 
that they will be able to apply for jobs. 


“If you enter any workplace in the country, 
you are likely to find people from elsewhere in 
the European Union and there are also plenty 
of Britons working abroad. That’s all due to 
the free movement of labour. People are free to 
protest, as we have seen in other parts of the 
country. It’s all about equal opportunity, and 
that is what the union and the unemployed 
workers want.” 

When asked about the wildcat strikes at 
other power stations, Mr Willoughby said: ‘We 
have to be careful as a union because although 
we understand the workers’ frustrations, we 
cannot support unofficial industrial action. 

“We would expect any action to be done 
peacefully and through the right channels.” 

Further discussions are due to take place 
with Alstom on Thursday. 

The firm, which is co-ordinating the work on 
behalf of the German energy giant E.ON, has 
said it would be “morally wrong and illegal” to 
tell its subcontractors where to source workers. 

A spokesman said: With our active encour¬ 
agement and support, all subcontractors on 
the site will be actively looking to employ local 
workers if they need additional staff. 

“Our priority is to build and deliver a safe, 
effective power station by engaging companies 
and personnel with the appropriate skills and 
expertise necessary for a project of this kind.” 

The spokesman also pointed out that its ten¬ 
dering contract was agreed and signed by the 
trade unions.

ORGANISERS of a huge music 
festival at Port Lympne this sum¬ 
mer say there will be no repeat of 
the fiasco on the site last year. 

Red List Live was unveiled yesterday 
promising a line-up of big-name stars and 
three days of music and entertainment at the 
popular wildlife park between Ashford and 
Hythe. 

And it has gone to great lengths to make it 
quite clear it has nothing to do with the deba¬ 
cle of Zoo8 last year. 

Then fuming festival goers were left angry 
after acts not paid were cancelled at the last 
minute, including chart-topping headliner 
Dizzee Rascal, facilities were not up to 
scratch, and reports of unrest in the camping 
areas. 

Red List Live, however, is a completely new, 
different, company that has set out to raise 
money only for charity in a bid to heal the 
scars caused by Z008. And it hopes to lure 
families in with a diverse line-up of acts. 

Punk legends 

Headliners are still to be revealed, but 
blasts from the past The Wedding Present 
and punk legends The Undertones have both 
been confirmed. Bigger names are set to be 
unveiled later this week. 

Red List promises 200 acts across several 
stages, as well as a dance tent, family area 
and unsigned tents to show off upcoming tal¬ 
ent. Top stand-up comedy, theatre and per¬ 
formance art will also feature heavily. 

It looks likely to face stiff competition how¬ 
ever for the festival goers’ cash. This week, 
Paddock Wood’s Hop Farm was given the nod 
for a 53,000-capacity five-day festival in July, 
and the growing popularity of Canterbury’s 
Lounge on the Farm and the nearby 
Sellindge Music Festival, will ensure plenty 
of choice for the music fan. 

Organisers of the charity festival, to be held 
at Port Lympne from June 19-21, aim to raise 
£100,000, with £5 from every ticket going to 
the Aspinall Foundation, as well as 50 per 
cent of the overall profits. 

This will go towards a £1 million target to 
be raised by subsequent events over the 
next five years. Festival director Eddie Hill 


said: “This is not about lining anyone pock¬ 
ets; this is something people can feel good 
about going to. 

“They will have a great time, but they will 
also be directly supporting the Aspinall 
Foundation and the work it does protecting 
endangered species around the world.” 

Miss Hill is keen to make it clear, unlike 
their Zoo8 predecessors, the organisation of 
Red List is going to be entirely accountable. 

She said: “A big difference with us it that we 
are transparent and tangible. The Aspinall 
Foundation can’t just pack up 2,000 animals 
and run away if things go wrong. 

“If you are asking people to part with their 
money you have to be able to let them know 
what is going on.” 

And with many predicting hard times 
ahead for Britain’s competitive festival mar¬ 
ket, Red List is one event that will not find 
itself short of cash. 

The festival is being bankrolled by Kent 
businessman Daniel Quirke, who has agreed 
a five-year business plan with the Aspinall 
Foundation. 

Miss Hill said: ‘We are not going to be a 
one-hit wonder. 2009 might not be the ideal 


year to launch this kind event, but it’s not 
just about this year, or next year. We have a 
five-year business plan, possibly longer, and 
it’s definitely a long term thing. 

“And the indications are that the domestic 
tourism market might have benefitted from 
the credit crunch as people spend their 
money at home instead of going abroad. 

‘With this in mind we are pitching it very 
much at families, as a place where they can 
go and camp for three or four days and have 
a great time.” 

The festival also aims to use local compa¬ 
nies wherever possible. 

Faversham brewer Shepherd Neame has 
confirmed it will be building a pub on site, 
which will also host comedy and music acts 
throughout the weekend. 

Early bird tickets for adults and teenagers 
are on sale now for £99. Tickets for four to 12- 
year-olds will be £20 while children under 
four go free. More information go to 
www.redlistlive.com.

ELITE competitors from around 
the world will be heading to 
Kent this summer for a revival 
of the classic Great Channel 
Swim. 

The endurance swim from Dover to 
Calais is returning after a 50-year break 
and will take place in August when the tide 
is most favourable, organiser Nova 
International announced on Thursday. 

The sports marketing agency which 
staged the first Great North Swim last 
year, has invited six 
women to take part 
including Britain’s Cassie 
Patten, who won bronze at 
the Beijing Olympics in 
the open water swim. 

Bulgaria’s Petar 

Stoychev, who holds the 
world record time for the 
fastest Channel swim of 
six hours and 57 minutes, 
is set to lead eight top male 
swimmers.

the amount of prize money was to be con¬ 
firmed but a substantial cash prize and a 
trophy will go to the winners. 

Kevin Murphy, president of the Channel 
Swimming and Piloting Federation, holds 
the male record for swimming the stretch 
the most times, 34 including three double 
crossings, and the title King of the Channel. 
The gruelling 22-mile stretch across one of 
the world’s busiest shipping lanes is more 
than three times the Olympics open water 
course of 10km (6.2 miles). 

Mr Murphy said: “My fastest time was 
11 hours 45 minutes, which 
would put me as a tortoise in 
this event. They are all very 
fast swimmers, so it will be 
down to whether they run out 
of energy.” 

He said feeling unwell and 
exhaustion were the biggest 
challenges. 

“It is exhausting and you 
swallow a lot of salt water. 

The sea is rife with diesel 
fumes from the boat, so you 
do not feel well at all,” he said.

A BABY elephant is a welcome new addition 
to the 13-strong herd at a Kent wild animal 
park.

which only nine of the 24 starters finished. 
Billy Butlin, founder of the holiday camps, 
also funded the event during the 1950s when 
Egyptian swimmers dominated.

Brendan Foster, chairman of Nova and an 
Olympic medallist, said: “I’m sure this revival 
of what was regarded as one of the world’s 
classic distance races will capture the imagi¬ 
nation of the public.”

Scandal of care kids 


sent far from home

THE GOVERNMENT is set to 
step in to stop the soaring num¬ 
bers of vulnerable children and 
young people from across the 
country being 'dumped 7 in Kent. 

More than 1,300 children unable to live 
with their own families, who come from as 
far away as Wales and Scotland, have been 
sent to live in the county by their local 
authorities. 

Kent County Council said the practice put 
pressure on local services such as schools. 

The county is attractive to other councils, 
especially in London, because there are a 
cluster of children’s homes in the coastal 
towns of Deal and Dover. There are also 35 
across Thanet. 

Private agencies, which councils pay to 
look after the children, have been able to buy 
up property cheaply, including many former 
hotels or guesthouses, in some of the most 
deprived areas of the county. 

However, the arrival of these young resi¬ 
dents has had a major impact on the com¬ 
munities into which they are sent. 

Fragmented

A group of residents from Deal, who have 
two children’s homes in their street, said: 
“Throughout the time these homes have 
been open we have witnessed, and been sub¬ 
jected to, countless incidences in the street, 
some of them truly shocking.” 

Residents said their efforts to raise their 
concerns with the appropriate agencies had 
“highlighted a fragmented system with no 
overall accountability being taken by anyone 
responsible in authority”. 

The residents have been keeping a log of 
events on their street since the first home 
opened in 2005. 

The ‘antisocial behaviour’ listed includes a 
range of incidents from the young people being 
loud, abusive and intimidating to smoking cig¬ 


arettes, swearing and “raucous laughter”. 

Charles Elphicke, the Tories’ prospective 
parliamentary candidate for Dover and Deal, 
obtained documents under the Freedom of 
Information Act that reveal the number of 
children placed in Kent and the local 
authority areas they come from. 

There are a total of 1,301 children not 
from Kent who have been placed in care in 
the county. 

“Dumping children miles from home is 
disgusting,” Mr Elphicke said. “No wonder 
so many kids have problems. The care sys¬ 
tem needs reform.” 

Leyland Ridings, KCC’s cabinet member 
for children, pointed to the 2005 Thanet 
Inquiry, carried out by the Kent Child 
Protection Committee, which found a com¬ 
munity at “tipping point” and raised con¬ 
cerns of serious consequences for the young 
people placed there and to the residents. 

It said the “rash” practice by other local 
authorities of placing vulnerable children 
and other people away from their homes 


Secret donor offers £1,000 


reward to snare dog killer 


A DOG lover has offered a cash reward to 
help bring an animal killer to justice. 

Last month walkers in Wouldham 
Common, Medway, found five mutilated dogs 
- including two puppies - in the same spot 
within four weeks of one another. 

Sickened RSPCA inspectors said they had 
all been tortured before being dumped. 

The horrific attacks brought widespread 
condemnation from KOS Media readers and 
prompted an Essex animal lover to offer the 
cash reward. 

The donor - who wishes to remain anony¬ 
mous - has offered £1,000 for any informa¬ 
tion that leads to the conviction of the dog 
killer. 

RSPCA Inspector Alana Chapman said: 
“We are grateful that someone has come for¬ 
ward to offer a reward for information lead¬ 
ing to the conviction of whoever is doing this. 

‘We would urge anyone with any informa¬ 
tion to call us immediately.” 

RSPCA spokesman Klare Kennett added: 


“There have been no updates. No more dogs 
have been found but nobody has been arrest¬ 
ed in connection with the attacks. 

We are still appealing for information.” 

The dumped animals are all thought to 
belong to the killer, as nobody has reported 
any missing. 

The last to be found was a Jack Russell on 
Tuesday, January 20. Its broken body was 
discovered in Wouldham by a passer-by. 

An adult German shepherd, which was 
found just a week before, had suffered a bro¬ 
ken leg, a broken back and deep cuts all over 
its body. 

RSPCA wardens also found two six-month- 
old puppies and a Staffordshire bull terrier 
at the same spot in early January. 

They had all suffered similar injuries. 

The RSPCA released pictures of the dogs’ 
injuries but most of these are too distressing 
to publish.

severe social problems. 

Cllr Ridings said: “Some 18 months ago, 
the minister for children, young people and 
families, Beverley Hughes, pledged to amend 
legislation on the placement of children in 
care and this is due before Parliament soon. 

“This will require local authorities to 
retain looked-after children within their own 
boundaries unless there are specific reasons, 
in the best welfare of the child, for being 
placed elsewhere. 

“This will be a win-win for Kent and chil¬ 
dren in care. In the vast majority of cases, it 
is always best for children to stay in their 
own communities, attend the schools they 
already know and stay in touch with their 
friends and family.” 

A spokeswoman for the Department for 
Children, Schools and Families, said: “As we 
implement the Children and Young Persons 
Act we are taking measures which will have 
the effect of limiting the use of inappropriate 
out-of-authority placements and make sure 
the children who depend on these place¬ 
ments get the support they need.”

House prices up, 
for the time being 


THE average price of homes across the coun¬ 
try rose by 1.9 per cent in January, according 
to the Halifax. 

This is sure to bring a boost to the housing 
market, which has been under strain in the 
last few months. However, the building soci¬ 
ety’s analysts warned that one month’s figures 
did not indicate an end to the downward trend 
in prices, which they say have dropped 17.2 
per cent in the past year. The average house 
price has now reached £163,966, according to 
the Halifax. 

Martin Ellis, chief economist at the Halifax, 
said the survey did not necessarily mean the 
property market had reached a turning point. 

He said: “The figures are going against the 
trend and our survey shows that if you com¬ 
pare the last three months to the previous 
three months then prices are still down sig¬ 
nificantly.”

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What, no bully beef? Army rations get a makeover 


HUNGRY soldiers will have food packers 
in Kent to thank when tastier rations are 
shipped to Afghanistan and Iraq later this 
year. 

Surrey-based Vestey Foods has a cold 
store at Paddock Wood, near Maidstone, 
which on Thursday was the venue for the 
launch of new menus for serving troops. 

The improved rations contain food suit¬ 
able for different climates and will be test¬ 
ed between May and October. 

There are also six new menus for vege¬ 
tarians, as well as for soldiers who have 
Halal, Sikh and Hindu dietary require¬ 
ments. Captain Paul Cunningham, of the 
Defence Food Services project team, said: 
“The food served to our soldiers, sailors and 
airmen is well-balanced, nutritious and 
plentiful. 

“In the main camps, the majority of our 
troops eat freshly-prepared hot and cold 
meals cooked by skilled chefs using a wide

range of commercial rations including 
fresh fruit and vegetables. However, in the 
remote areas of Afghanistan and Iraq, 
away from the main camps, it is not always 
possible to provide meals cooked by chefs 
from raw ingredients. The new multi-cli¬ 
mate ration trial will double the number of 


available menus and remove the need for 
supplements. We have lots of new items in 
the rations and I am convinced these will 
be very popular with our troops.” 

Among the foods included in the new 
packs are pasta pouches, energy bars, fruit, 
ready-made soups and Oreo cookies. 

Gone are traditional meals such as 
corned beef hash and desserts like treacle 
pudding and oat biscuits. 

Quentin Davies, minister for defence 
equipment and support, said: “One of the 
most important requirements is to provide 
increased variety to troops operating for 
long periods on rations, which will help 
reduce menu fatigue. 

“These new menus have been developed 
to meet the needs of service personnel oper¬ 
ating in the extreme climates of 
Afghanistan and Iraq, providing them with 
a wider range of nutritionally balanced 
meals.”

NIGHT flights over Thanet could 
increase by 11 a week if Kent 
International Airport at Manston 
is given permission to extend its 
operating hours. 

Owner Infratil is in talks with a “major 
European airline” which wants its Boeing 
747s to be able to fly between 6am and 
11.30pm. 

The current agreement KIA has with 
Thanet council is for flights between 7am and 
11pm. Infratil submitted an application to 
alter its operating hours last week, promising 
the arrival of the new airline would create up 
to 200 jobs. 

Council leader Cllr Sandy Ezekiel said of the 
application: ‘We have to take tough decisions 
at times. It’s encouraging that major airlines 
and industries are looking at Thanet now, 
which is what we wanted when we said we 
were open for business.” 

Councillors are due to discuss the matter at 
an extraordinary meeting on Thursday. A deci¬ 
sion on whether to approve or reject the appli¬ 
cation will be made at a later date. 

Deputy leader and economy chief Cllr Roger 
Latchford said: “This application from the air¬ 
port owners has only just come in and the 
council is moving quickly to ensure all mem¬ 
bers are able to have a say on it. 

“This is an important issue for Thanet and 
one residents would expect us to debate care¬ 


fully. That is why we have scheduled this 
meeting of full council.” 

Should Infratil be given permission to alter 
its operating hours, the extra flights would be 
freight and cargo journeys rather than passen¬ 
ger trips, and could start as early as May. 

The council announced Infratil’s application 
at a hurriedly arranged press conference on 
Wednesday, which angered opposition council¬ 
lors who had been kept in the dark before¬ 


hand. News of the plans also angered resi¬ 
dents who are opposed to the airport’s expan¬ 
sion, including Country Life magazine’s editor- 
at-large Clive Aslet. 

Mr Aslet, from Ramsgate, told Kent on 
Sunday he “says a little prayer of gratitude” 
every time a weekly 747 cargo plane from 
Africa touches down safely. 

He said: “I hope the council will stand up for 
residents, not corporate greed. When will Kent 


and Thanet’s elected representatives see that 
the future of the coast lies in the quality of life 
it offers to residents and potential residents? 

“So far, only Green MEP Dr Caroline Lucas 
has seen that squashing Ramsgate beneath 
an expanded Manston is the thinking of the 
last century. 

“The way forward doesn’t lie in carbon- 
heavy, environmentally damaging air trans¬ 
port. The future depends on making Thanet 
somewhere people enjoy living.” 

KIA chief executive Matt Clarke said “com¬ 
mercial sensitivities” prevented him from 
naming the airline Infratil was in talks with. 

He added: “This change to the operating 
hours of the airport will place KIA on a level 
playing field, allowing it to be considered 
equally against the options open to aircraft 
operators.” 

Infratil wants to see one million passengers 
passing through the airport annually by 2011, 
and two million by 2013. It also wants to 
increase freight flights from the airport’s cur¬ 
rent 33,000-tonne handling figure to 100,000 
in 2010, then to 150,000 in 2012. 

Both Kent County Council leader Cllr Paul 
Carter and North Thanet MP Roger Gale are 
trying to convince London Mayor Boris 
Johnson that an expanded Manston could 
help alleviate the pressures on Heathrow. 

Mr Johnson would prefer to see a new air¬ 
port built in the Thames Estuary.

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‘Relentless’ child 
abuser locked up 


A BLIND paedophile who 
enjoyed listening to the 
abuse of his victims has 
been jailed for life. 

Malcolm Richards, 43, from 
Gillingham, repeatedly assaulted 
five children over an 18-year period, 
forcing them to play sex games and 
watch hardcore pornography. 

Sentencing him at Maidstone 
Crown Court on Wednesday, 
Judge James O’Mahoney described 
the case as the worst he had ever 
encountered. 

He added that the crimes had 
inflicted “misery” on the victims, and 
Richards had been “manipulative, 
devious and relentless” in his cruelty 
to children. 

Richards always denied the 
charges against him but was found 
guilty last November of four counts of 
rape, seven of indecent assault, seven 
of inciting a child to commit an act of 
gross indecency, four of gross inde¬ 
cency and one of incitement to com¬ 
mit rape. 

He must serve at least 10 years 
behind bars before being considered 
for parole. 

Richards’ former partner Alison

Smith, 43, from Gillingham, joined in 
with the abuse of one of the children 
and was jailed for three-and-a-half 
years. 

The court heard how Richards 
gradually lost his sight during the 
years the abuse took place from 1989 
and 2007, but that he used his size 
and height to intimidate, threaten 
and bully the children. 

All of the victims were younger 
than 22, with the youngest just eight. 

Lisa Brown, assistant district 
crown prosecutor for Medway and 
north Kent, described the case as one 
of the worst examples of child abuse 
possible. 

Vile behaviour 

She said after the hearing: “This 
man clearly and systematically 
abused those children. He knew how 
to manipulate them and control 
them through fear. 

“His disability was no bar on his 
ability to abuse or to take pleasure 
from it. 

“It takes courage to revisit inci¬ 


dents of this nature and the victims 
have shown great bravery in report¬ 
ing and supporting the prosecution. 

“Richards’ vile behaviour irrevoca¬ 
bly changed the victims’ lives. 

“He abused the trust placed in 
them in the most horrific way.” 

The victims, who cannot be named, 
are all now adults. 

Chief Insp Dominic Kilbride said: 
“This was a deplorable crime and its 
severity is reflected in the length of 
the sentences given. 

“Together Richards and Smith 
have put these children through a 
terrible ordeal. 

“This result could not have been 
possible without their bravery in 
coming forward to the police and pro¬ 
viding important evidence. 

“This was a complex investigation 
that involved hard work and dedica¬ 
tion from the officer involved, which 
has been commended by the presid¬ 
ing judge. 

“I am pleased our public protection 
unit in Medway has once again 
removed a serious offender from the 
community. 

“We continue to seek out those indi¬ 
viduals who abuse children in this 
way and bring these people before 
the courts.”

A DAREDEVIL pensioner has 
jumped 12,000ft from a plane to 
raise money for the Dover and 
Walmer lifeboats. 

Emma Bailey, aged 92, raised 
more than £1,000 by making a 
tandem parachute jump at 
Headcom airfield.

Chunnel engineer in 
hall of fame accolade

A LEADING engineer inducted 
into the construction industry’s 
hall of fame has dedicated the 
honour to all who helped him 
build the Channel Tunnel. 

Folkestone resident Alan Myers was the 
second Englishman to walk into the French 
side of the Tunnel when the two teams of 
workers met in the middle. 

He has also overseen other major projects 
including Heathrow Express and High 
Speed One. 

Mr Myers, 57, was also recognised with an 
outstanding achievement prize at the 
British Construction Industry Awards 
(BCIA). 

He said: “I was very surprised, but very 
honoured and humble, especially standing 
in front of 1,000 people at the Grosvenor 
Hotel. There are a lot of people who worked 
on the Channel Tunnel with me and I am 
sure they will be equally proud. 

“They will understand the recognition I’ve 
received is not just for me, it’s for a project 
that they worked on. 

“I’m just representing them, similar to

how Graham Fagg represented them when 
we first broke through into the French side. 
I’m sure they’ll all get a kick out of this.” 

Previously employed by construction firm 
Balfour Beatty, Mr Myers left to join 
Halcrow in 1998 and has been employed by 
the firm ever since. 

He has been involved with eight projects 
to have won BCIA awards, including being 


contract manager for the 1.2km Medway 
viaduct and 3.2km North Downs tunnel. 

Mr Myers, who is also a member of 
Folkestone Rotary Club, said: “Sometimes 
the pay in the construction industry is not 
great and you have to put a great deal of 
time and effort in. 

“But you get tremendous satisfaction out 
of building something that is useful to a lot 
of people. You want everything to last for 
ever, so it’s always disappointing when you 
have things like the fires in the Tunnel. 

“The day after the first fire in 1996, I 
helped rebuild it because I knew how it was 
constructed in the first place.” 

Although Mr Myers and his wife still call 
Folkestone home, for the past 11 months 
they have been in Dubai in the United Arab 
Emirates. 

He said: “We have some tremendous proj¬ 
ects going on out here. We’re working on an 
island in Abu Dhabi that is going to be used 
for a new Formula One circuit next year.

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‘ Carbon capture cash could be better spent ’ 


GREEN campaigners have criticised propos¬ 
als to spend more than £200 million 
researching carbon capture technology at 
Kingsnorth power station, writes Steve 
Knight. 

The European Commission announced 
this week that it wanted to make huge 
investments in energy infrastructure to help 
countries beat the recession. 

Kingsnorth is one of four UK power sta¬ 
tions earmarked to receive the cash, but 
environmentalists say the money - which 
could help make power from burning coal 
more acceptable - could be better spent 

Kent Green Party spokesman Steve Dawe 
said: “I’m not happy seeing technology go in 
this direction because we should be moving 
away from coal-fired power stations. It would 


be far more valuable for us to receive money 
for solar panels and insulation.” 

German energy giant E.ON has submitted 
plans to build a new coal-fired power station 
at Kingsnorth, on the Hoo Peninsula. 

Last year the Government consulted on 
the readiness of carbon capture technology 
but has yet to announce its findings. When it 
does, ministers will be asked to decide 
whether or not to give the controversial plant 
the go-ahead. 

Mr Dawe said: “The EC wants to put 
money towards research but there’s no guar¬ 
antee that if the power station goes ahead 
that it will have carbon capture and storage 
(CCS) built at the same time. 

“There’s also no guarantee it will work and 
no way of knowing how long it would take to 


make it work. We should be using technology 
that already exists, but the Government 
doesn’t seem to understand that.” 

Greenpeace also voiced disappointment 
that the cash will not be available to fund 
renewable energy projects and said it was 
“not nearly enough” for a single plant. 

Jeff Chapman, of the Carbon Capture and 
Storage Association, said: “This is great 
news, but it isn’t enough to fund CCS in one 
plant. There needs to be additional funding 
from the Government, and perhaps contribu¬ 
tions from developers.” 

The Government has already committed to 
funding one CCS demonstration plant in the 
UK - for which Kingsnorth is still in the run¬ 
ning - but has yet to decide which one. 

E.ON spokesman Jonathan Smith played 


down the EC’s spending plan, saying it was 
still early days. 

“It’s just a proposal,” he said. “There are no 
guarantees it will be taken up and even if it 
is there are no guarantees Kingsnorth will 
be one of the stations chosen. It’s good the EC 
is supportive of CCS, but let’s not get carried 
away because we just don’t know yet.” 

The EC wants to spend £1.2 billion on car¬ 
bon capture research, as well as more than 
£440m on offshore wind development. The 
wider package also includes £1.6bn to 
improve gas and electricity connections 
between EU countries, including almost 
£90m for links between Ireland and Wales. 

In addition, almost £900m is being made 
available to improve rural broadband con¬ 
nections throughout Europe. 


Train passengers 
want better value

ONLY 41 per cent of Kent passen¬ 
gers feel train operators provide 
value for money, the rail watch¬ 
dog’s latest survey has revealed. 

Passenger Focus said that while the autumn 
2008 passenger survey showed overall satis¬ 
faction across the South East was 83 per cent, 
the high scores did not give the full picture. 

The train companies operating in Kent, 
Southern and Southeastern, scored 83 per 
cent and 80 per cent respectively for satisfac¬ 
tion, out of the 1,600 passengers surveyed. 

However, Southeastern in particular has 
faced criticism for inflation-busting fare 
hikes of up to 10 per cent and cuts to the 
number of carriages serving peak-time com¬ 
muters in west Kent, which were the subject 
of a recent debate in the House of Commons. 

Tunde Olatunji, the Passenger Focus 
spokesman for Kent, said: “Certainly there 
have been improvements, with overall satis¬ 
faction up to 80 per cent. There have been 
further improvements elsewhere based on 
reliability and punctuality. But that is not 
the whole story. Areas that continue to give 
us concern include value for money.” 

Southeastern scored 37 per cent on value 
for money, which was four per cent below the 
average, while 42 per cent of passengers said 
Southern provided value for money. 

The company revealed its regulated fare 
increases for this year in December, after the 
survey was carried out. 


Kent passengers are always hardest hit by 
fare rises because of Southeastern’s fran¬ 
chise agreement with the Government, 
which allows the company to increase prices 
by the retail price index for July, which was 
5.3 per cent, plus three per cent. 

Other companies, such as Southern, are 
only allowed to go one per cent above the RPI 
figure. Southeastern is allowed to increase 
prices because of its investment in the high¬ 
speed service due to begin operating at the 
end of this year. That has angered many who 
will not have access to the faster trains. 

Greg Clark, the MP for Tunbridge Wells, 
told the Commons in January how his con¬ 
stituents faced a “double whammy” of fare 
increases of 10 per cent and capacity reduc¬ 
tion on some peak services of 20 per cent. 

Redundancies 

After meetings with Southeastern, bosses 
agreed to reinstate capacity on four services 
cut in west Kent, but not on a fifth. 

Mr Olatunji said: “There is no doubt pas¬ 
sengers’ expectations are going to increase if 
they are paying a rise of eight to 10 per cent 
in current economic conditions.” 

He said further reductions in the number 
of carriages or a drop in the quality of service 
caused by redundancies, which Southeastern 
announced would amount to 300 posts this 
year, would reduce customer satisfaction. 

A Southeastern official said: “We have 
improved but are not complacent and there 
are areas we need to work on.” 

He said the job losses were sad but neces¬ 
sary and would not impact on platform staff 
and the quality of service.

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Month-long campaign highlights perils of post and lottery scams 


Pensioner lost 
£200k in fake 
competitions

AN ELDERLY woman who lost 
£200,000 on fake competitions 
is being used as a warning of 
the damage caused by postal 
scams. 

For five years the 89-year-old was 
tricked into sending money to bogus com¬ 
panies, becoming deluged by sacks of junk 
mail and unwanted telephone calls as a 
result. 

Kent Trading Standards is highlighting 
her story to raise awareness of the scam 
industry, which is costing the county an 
estimated £80 million a year. 

The daughter of the woman in question, 
who wants to remain anonymous, said it 
took time for her to realise what was going 
on. 

She said: “My mother is very mentally 
able but defensive about her independence 
and the idea that we are interfering. 

“We didn’t appreciate what was happen¬ 
ing at the start but she soon had about 70 
envelopes arriving every day and phone 
calls at all hours. It is a serious problem 
that has had a major effect on my mother 
and our whole family.” 

February is Scams Awareness Month, 
and all 102 of Kent’s libraries now have 
bins available for people to dump any sus¬ 
pect mail they receive. 

Selected Waitrose and Morrisons stores 
are also taking part in the initiative, with 
the material collected being passed on to 
Trading Standards and the Office of Fair 
Trading. 

Cllr Mike Hill, cabinet member for com¬ 
munities at Kent County Council, said an 


estimated three million people fell victim 
to scams every year. 

He added: “Older people and particular¬ 
ly those living alone have more time to go 
through their mail and can become fixated 
with sending regular amounts of money in 
the hope of winning something. It is impor¬ 
tant to respect people’s privacy but we are 
encouraging everyone to be aware of this 
issue, which might be affecting their own 
friends and relatives.” 

Victims who may feel too embarrassed to 
speak to relatives are advised to contact a 
KCC community warden on 01622 
694681. 

Alternatively visit www.kent.gov.uk and 
search ‘community safety’. Meanwhile, 
police in Medway are advising residents to 
be wary of letters telling them they have 
won money in a Spanish lottery 

The fictional firm Euromillones Loteria 
International is behind the scam, which 
encourages people to contact a foreign 
services manager to begin the claims 
process. 

However, the number provided is a pre¬ 
mium rate line and there are no winnings 
to be had. 

Chief Inspector Des Keers said: “If some¬ 
thing looks too good to be true, then it 
probably is. 

“People should be very careful if they 
receive a letter such as this, particularly if 
they haven’t entered a foreign lottery 

“Some of the letters do look genuine 
and many have a Spanish stamp and 
postmark. 

“We advise that you do not respond to 
the letter and certainly never provide 
personal details, such as bank account 
numbers.”

ACTIVISTS across Kent have started a let¬ 
ter-writing campaign calling for a ban on 
trading weapons with Israel. 

Stop the War organised protests in the 
county - including a march in Tunbridge 
Wells and a vigil in Maidstone - during 
Israel’s three-week offensive in the Gaza 
Strip. 

A ceasefire was agreed on January 17 and 
the protestors are running the letter cam¬ 
paign, which has seen 130 letters sent to 12 
MPs calling for an arms embargo. 

Greg Clark, the MP for Tunbridge Wells 
has received more than 90 letters, and 
Tonbridge and Mailing’s Sir John Stanley a 
further 15. 

A spokesman for Stop the War and 
Campaign Against the Arms Trade said: 
“Mr Clark says he doesn’t support a total 
arms embargo because Israel has a right to 
defend itself. 

“But Israel’s use of military force does not 
constitute self-defence and is in breach of 
international law.”

VISITOR centres and cross-Channel ferry opera¬ 
tors have reported an influx of tourists from the 
Continent due to the strength of the euro. 


Kent attractions have also 
noticed an increase in European 
visitors and have predicted fur¬ 
ther rises this spring and sum¬ 
mer as the tourist season begins 
and exchange rates remain 
favourable. 

A spokeswoman for 
SeaFrance, which operates fer¬ 
ries between Dover and Calais, 
said the company saw an 
increase in Continental day-trip 
traffic over Christmas and into 
January. 

She said: “One of the reasons is 
French people coming to 
Canterbury and other locations 
to take advantage of the British 
sales and lower prices.” 

The pound almost reached 
parity with the euro in 
December, which was the lowest 
level since the launch of the sin¬ 
gle currency in 2002. Although a 
strengthening pound has since 
gained about seven per cent 
against the euro, the UK 
remains good value for tourists. 

Canterbury council said the 
city had seen increasing num¬ 
bers of European day-trippers, 
particularly from France and 
especially families and older 
people. 

A spokesman said: “Cant¬ 
erbury has always been popular 
with visitors but we are seeing 
an increase in the number of 
people coming here as a result of 
the strong euro.” 

Canterbury Cathedral contin¬ 
ues to be a popular destination. 

Dover’s visitor information cen¬ 
tre said 21 per cent of its visitors 
in December were European, the 
majority of them French. 

Folkestone visitor centre staff 
said the weak pound had gener¬ 
ated more interest from the 
Continent. 

A spokeswoman for Leeds 
Castle, near Maidstone, said: 
“We have already seen an 
increase in visitors from Europe, 
especially last summer.

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“Many came from the eastern 
European countries. 

“We expect to see more this 
spring and summer if the 
strength of the euro continues.”

THE heaviest snowfall in 18 
years swept across Kent causing 
chaos to roads and railways. 

Hundreds of schools were closed in the 
county on Monday and Tuesday and 
commuters to London were stranded as 
trains into the capital were cancelled. | 

Residents woke up on Monday to snow 
reaching depths of around 15cm across the 
South East and temperatures barely rose to 
freezing throughout the day due to cold east¬ 
erly winds from northern Europe, according 
to the Met Office. 

Schools across the county closed their 
doors, leaving working parents in the lurch 
and children free to make snowmen. 

Though while teachers enjoyed the extra 
time off work, radiographer Peter 
Cartwright, 53, from Ashford, walked 18 
miles in the snow to make sure he turned up 
for work at Guy’s Hospital in London. 

It is estimated around 20 per cent of all 
staff failed to make it in to work on Monday. 

Meanwhile, Dr Richard Dixon, the WWF- 
UK climate change spokesman, said the 
weather would become more unpredictable 
due to global warming. 

The leading environmental organisation 
said 2008 in Kent had been warm and wet as 
predicted by climate change scientists. 

Dr Dixon said: “Last year Kent experienced

warmer and wetter conditions than average. 

“As the weather becomes more unpre¬ 
dictable we face increasing risks from major 
storms, flooding and water shortages. 

“These changes that we are witnessing in 
our weather patterns at a local level are an 
indication of what is happening on a much 
bigger scale globally. 

“We must take action now if we are to avert 
the worst global effects of climate change.” 

He said 2009 was critical for international 
climate change policy. In December, govern¬ 
ments from around the world are set to meet 
in Copenhagen to agree new climate targets. 

Across the county, January and February 
were unusually warm last year, in contrast to 
the unprecedented snowfall and plunging 
temperatures seen this week.

Town hails slammed over 

funding for victims of rap e 


A CHARITY providing therapy for 
survivors of rape and sexual abuse 
says funding it gets from Kent 
councils is “woefully inadequate”. 

The concerns raised by Gravesend-based 
Family Matters come as more than 100 local 
authorities, including two in Kent, have 
been threatened with legal action over 
claims they do not provide specialised serv¬ 
ices for female victims of violence. 

Trevor Phillips, chair of the Equality and 
Human Rights Commission (EHRC), which 
is targeting the failing councils using the 
Gender Equality Duty, said services for 
women who have suffered violence such as 
rape, domestic abuse or sexual assault are 
“chronically under-funded” or do not exist in 
many parts of the country. 

Malcolm Gilbert, operations director for 
Family Matters, which provides services 
across Kent and south-east London, said: 
“Mr Phillips is absolutely right. We will see 
more than 400 women and girls from Kent 
who have been raped or suffered childhood 
sexual abuse at a cost of approximately 
£200,000 this year. We receive from councils 
in Kent a miserly £12,300 for this work. This 
is short-sighted and unfair.” 

Family Matters provides one-to-one ses¬ 
sions with therapists. The charity provides 
support through counselling sessions run as 
outreach programmes, and also a helpline. 

The South East was flagged up in the 
report into gaps in services for women who

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escape violence and abuse as having the 
worst provision. Mr Gilbert said Maidstone 
and Ashford councils had never provided 
funding to the charity, despite the fact it 
helped 29 and 21 people from the areas 
respectively last year. Tonbridge and 
Mailing Borough Council had withdrawn its 
£625 of support for 2009-10. 

The money had contributed to the £11,520 
spent by the charity helping the 32 women 
from Tonbridge last year. Mr Gilbert speculat¬ 
ed the decision was due to the £1 million the 
council lost in the Icelandic banks collapse. 

Discrimination 

The authority, along with Sevenoaks 
District Council, is among 107 being target¬ 
ed under legislation promoting gender 
equality. Both councils disputed the claims 
and the accuracy of the report and said they 
provided a number of services for women. 

A spokesman for Sevenoaks council, which 
provided £600 towards the charity’s costs of 
£6,840 for treating 19 people from the area 
in 2008-09, said the decision over whether 
funding would continue was being made at 
a budget meeting on February 24. 

A spokesman for the EHRC said: “The 
report is about specialised services to sup¬ 
port women who are victims of violence. 

“It includes a clear definition of the criteria 
used to define such services. They must 


work primarily on violence and provide sig¬ 
nificant direct support to women. 

“Individual councils may be pointing to 
services that do not fall in the definition of 
specialist services.” 

Mr Gilbert called the funding situation in 
Kent poor and said London councils using the 
charity’s services completely cover its costs. 

“People do not take any interest,” he said. 
“Is discriminating against women. No-one is 
paying for rape therapy in Kent.” 

The charity has a waiting list of about 70 
women, many under 16, for its therapy ses¬ 
sions and support. 

Mr Gilbert said the cost of not supporting 
victims of rape was “phenomenal”. “Rape and 
sexual abuse ought to be at the forefront of our 
social care system. Fewer people are remain¬ 
ing silent but there is no provision. The situa¬ 
tion is woefully inadequate,” he said. 

Ashford council said funding for charities 
that support victims of crimes, such as rape 
or sexual assault, was provided through the 
Community Partnership Group, which 
involved the police. However, only 15 per 
cent of rapes are ever reported to the police 

A Maidstone council spokesman said: “We 
think Family Matters is a very worthwhile 
charity, but the council doesn’t have enough 
money to support every single charity.”

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Change of Hart 
over memorial 

COUNCIL chiefs have bowed to public pres¬ 
sure after initially ruling out a memorial for 
artist Tony Hart, writes Anna White. 

They now say a statue of the Maidstone-bom 
star or his television sidekick Morph could be 
installed in the county town - but only if the 
public pays for it. 

Last week Maidstone council said it had no 
plans to commission a memorial to the star of 
children’s TV shows Vision On, Take Hart and 
Hart Beat. But after 4,000 people joined an 
online campaign on social networking website 
Facebook, the council had a change of heart. 

A council official said: ‘We don’t plan to com¬ 
mission a statue and would only consider a 
memorial if there is strong public demand - 
and it is fully funded from public subscription.” 

The Facebook group’s organiser, who calls 
himself Lord Trotsky, is now encouraging more 
Tony Hart fans to contact the council. 

Inspired 

He said: “People forget that Maidstone is 
their town and the council is employed by us to 
run it. If enough people ask for a memorial, I 
can’t see any reason for the council not to do it. 

“It would be a statement that our town was 
the birthplace of a man who inspired millions. 
I was overwhelmed by the Facebook response 
and delighted by the messages of support. It 
shows how many people were touched by 
Tony’s gentle enthusiasm for art.” 

Mr Hart, 83, who died on January 18, was 
bom in Hastings Road, Maidstone, on October 
15,1925, and attended St Margaret’s Pre-Prep 
School. He served as an officer with the 1st 
Gurkha Rifles in World War Two before study¬ 
ing art at Maidstone College of Art, graduating 
in 1950 and starting his 50-year TV career. 

He was buried at Shamley Green, Surrey, 
where he had lived for 40 years. 
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‘Se lfis h’ parents chasing success 
blamed for children’s problems

LEADING figures in child psychia¬ 
try and education have broadly 
welcomed a report that raises 
questions about how society treats 
and cares for its young people. 

A Good Childhood is the result of a two-year 
inquiry by the Children’s Society, which is 
allied to the Church of England, and found 
adults’ “aggressive pursuit of individual 
success” the greatest threat to children’s 
well being. 

Its publication comes after the 2007 Unicef 
report that placed the welfare of British chil¬ 
dren at the bottom of a list of 21 rich countries. 

Dr Jeanette Phillips, clinical director for 
child and adolescent mental health in west 
Kent, said the report, based on evidence from 
30,000 children, parents, professionals and 
organisations that was submitted to an inde¬ 
pendent panel of experts, was welcome. 

Family break-up was blamed for many of 
problems faced by children and young people 
and the outlook for youngsters whose parents 
separate was less likely to be happy, it found. 

“Certainly from the children we see on a day- 
to-day basis most of their biggest concerns are 
what is going on in their family,” Dr Phillips 
said. “For a lot of families, divorce is a big shift, 
it can be managed very well when no-one loses 
out materially or emotionally but most chil¬ 


dren would rather their parents were 
together. They worry about their parents 
when they do not see them. But it can 
never be truly black and white.” 

Lord Richard Layard, the report’s author, 
said the evidence showed life has become 
stressful for children in all social classes: 
“We identified a common thread, which is 
the excessive individualism in our culture.” 

Dr Phillips said: “Individuality has gone

too far, people have to realise becoming a parent 
is a huge responsibility. We should always put 
our children before our own needs.” 

The most controversial element of the report 
centred on the growing economic independence 
of women and the harm caused to children of 
both parents working. 

“There should be an agreement about who is 
best placed to be there for the child and I don’t 
think it has to be the woman,” Dr Phillips said. 

“But we have to put children first and hopeful¬ 
ly couples can work out what is going to be the 
best for them.” 

Anxiety 

Dr Phillips continued: “There is a lot of 
depression and anxiety, particularly among 
teenagers and in girls. Bullying, pressure to do 
well at school... with good family support a lot 
of problems can be overcome. 

“When everything is chaotic and going wrong 
children have emotional problems, it becomes 
too much to cope with.” 

She said substance misuse among parents 
created an awful situation for their children. 
But pointed out these problems have been going 
on for generations. 


“There need to be more resources for families 
and children to get support at an early stage,” 
she added. “It should not be seen as 
a failure to go to counselling as a couple. 
Unfortunately there are not a lot of re¬ 
sources going into mental health services for 
young people.” 

It also found there was too much testing in 
British schools, which led to low self-esteem and 
fear of failure. 

Cllr Leyland Ridings, KCC cabinet member 
for children, families and educational achieve¬ 
ment, said the UK had more tests at school than 
any other European country. However, he dis¬ 
agreed about the report’s assertion over “exces¬ 
sive individualism”. 

He added: “Whatever background parents 
come from they want the best for their 
children.” 

Patron of the report, Dr Rowan Williams, the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, said: “There is plenty 
of evidence to suggest the well-being of children 
and young people in this country is far from 
being the priority it should be, and this report 
spells out in carefully researched detail some of 
the ways in which we are failing them. It is a 
clarion call to us all.”

All this information will allow our specialist drainage team to better prioritise 
maintenance works, develop new solutions and seek funding for long-term 
resolutions to drainage problems across the county.

On the road to success

DRILLING 
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to find the answers 


A drilling rig might not be something that you’d 
expect to see while you’re out and about in Kent, 
but it’s quite possible that you’ve driven by one 
without realising. 

The drilling rigs used by Kent Highway Services look 
like a large tripod and they’re an essential piece of 
equipment for planning highway projects. 

We use them to collect ground information at the site 
of planned new projects and the information it gives 
us is vital when we’re designing a new scheme. 

Once we’ve collected the data, experts in our team 
interpret the raw information, so that it can be used by 
our designers and engineers. Having the information 
at this stage means we can identify any potential 
problems that will affect the design of a scheme. This 
information is particularly important when we’re 
planning a new bridge or other structure and for 
helping us calculate the expected costs of a scheme.

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Historic Kentish 
engine making 
welcome return

A STEAM engine more than 100 
years old is to make a magnifi¬ 
cent return to the Kent track she 
served in her heyday 

The 01 (21065) locomotive operated on the 
Kent & East Sussex Railway (K&ESR) 
between Rolvenden and Headcom until the 
end of her service for British Rail in 1961. 

Graham Baldwin, general manager of the 
Tenterden-based company, said rail enthu¬ 
siasts young and old would be able to see 
the 01 in action at the Great K&ESR Gala 
in May 

“It is a major event,” he said. “The loco ran 
here when it was a bona fide railway We 
have been trying to get it back here for some 
time. 

“Steam locomotives must have a safety 
certificate and that is just about to run out. 

“The loco certainly won’t be back for 
another five years, so it is almost a one-off 
event. Some of our members may not have 
the chance to see it again.” 

The 01 used to operate passenger and 
freight services on the K&ESR. Mr Baldwin 
said mixed trains used to be popular so pas¬ 
senger carriages would combine with wag¬ 
ons containing cargo. 

He said: ‘We are delighted the 01 is com¬ 
ing home to the K&ESR for a few days.” 

During the gala on May 2,3 and 4, visitors 
will be able to take rides on the 01 and enjoy 
the sounds and smells of steam locomotives. 

The loco was built in 1899 under Harry 
Wainwright the locomotive, carriage and 
wagon superintendent at the South 
Eastern and Chatham Railway. 

“It will be paired with our vintage car¬ 
riages as well as running its own sets to 
Bodiam. It is a magnificent engine to help 
us celebrate 35 years of preservation,” Mr 
Baldwin said. 

The 01 has been in private hands since 
1963 when it was rescued from being 
scrapped. 

The 01 was at the Ashford Steam Centre 
until it closed and then went to the Bluebell 
Railway in Sussex. 

A true Kent engine, the 01 worked at 
Folkestone harbour during World War Two 
and has now been gradually restored to its 
former glory.

SHARON Hamilton keeps her 
sister Vicky’s riding crop and hat 
at her home, along with some 
treasured photographs, to remind 
her of the fun-loving teenager 
whose life was cut short by a 
sadistic serial killer. 

“She loved riding and I think if she’d have 
lived she’d have devoted her time to horses or 
been a vet,” says Sharon, who was the last 
family member to see Vicky alive. 

Vicky Hamilton would have been 34 this 
year. She was 15 when she disappeared 
while catching the bus home after spending 
the weekend with Sharon in February, 1991. 

She remained missing for almost 17 years, 
until her body was found in a shallow grave 
in the murderer’s former back garden in 
Irvine Drive, Margate. 

The remains of Dinah McNicol, 18, from 
Essex, were also found at the three-bedroom 
house. She also went missing in 1991. Police 


forensic archaeologists examined inside the 
house for more human remains, and officers 
dug through the concrete floors. 

In December, 62-year-old Peter Tobin was 
convicted of Vicky’s abduction and murder, in 


what had become Britain’s longest-running 
juvenile missing person inquiry. 

It was recommended he serve no less than 
30 years, and it likely he will die in prison. 

Today, Sharon, 37, a mother-of-two from 
Falkirk, West Lothian, can recall the last 
weekend she saw Vicky as if it were yes¬ 
terday: “It’s etched on my brain.” 

Vicky had insisted on making the 15- 
mile bus journey home from Livingston to 
Falkirk on that snowy Sunday evening. 

Sharon gave her instructions on where 
to change buses at Bathgate, but it was 
while waiting for that second bus that she 
was picked up by Tobin. 

Dead, cold eyes 

For years, Sharon harboured guilt that 
she was the last relative to see her alive, 
that she should have taken the journey 
with her sister or persuaded her to stay 
until Monday. 

“In a way it was a relief they found her, 
but it was also to have your worst fears 
confirmed that she’d been murdered. It 
was heartbreaking to take that in.” 

As the details of her sister’s last hours 
were revealed during the trial in Dundee, 
Sharon sat just feet from the killer. 

“He looked like a frail old man with 
dead, cold eyes which sent a chill through 
me. At one point he looked over and 
sneered at me but I held his gaze because 
I thought, you can’t fight me.” 

It emerged that Tobin picked Vicky up in 
his car, drugged her, sexually assaulted 


her and then murdered her, cutting her body 
in half and putting it in plastic bags. 

Tobin, an odd-job drifter, was already in 
prison when police linked him to Vicky’s mur¬ 
der. In 1993 he raped and sexually assaulted 
two girls, aged 14 and 15, for which he served 
10 years. 

He was serving a life sentence for the mur¬ 
der of Polish student Angelika Kluk in 
Glasgow when police discovered Tobin had 
lived in Bathgate when Vicky went missing. 

Forensic evidence showed the DNA of Tobin’s 
toddler son Daniel was on Vicky’s purse, which 
had been found at an Edinburgh bus station 
after she went missing. Vicky’s DNA was also 
found on a knife at Tobin’s house. 

Police throughout the UK are investigating 
whether he could be linked to dozens of 
unsolved cases nationwide. 

Sharon says the verdict brought a huge 
sense of relief: “I’m at peace now.” 

She’s written a book, Taken, which she says 
is a tribute to Vicky, charting the events of 
her life - and death. 

Tobin has never admitted the crime and is 
appealing against his conviction, but Sharon 
is not worried. She believes the evidence 
against him was too great for any judgment 
to be reversed. 

Today Sharon is able to look at her photo¬ 
graphs of Vicky and smile rather than cry. 

“I don’t feel guilty any more. The only per¬ 
son who should feel guilty about Vicky is 
Peter Tobin.”

THE village of Eastry is a far cry 
from the slums of Mumbai where 
the new Danny Boyle film Slum- 
dog Millionaire is set. 

But the star of the film, Dev Patel, known 
for his role in gritty Channel 4 series Skins, 
is a well-known face for one family in the 
Kent community. 

Hillie Patel, who runs Bickers newsagent 
and post office in Eastry, is the aunt of the 
young actor who, at just 18, has been thrown 
into the limelight after the success of the 
new British film. His grandparents, 
Maganlal and Manjula, also live in the vil¬ 
lage near Sandwich, along with two cousins.

AN AMERICAN firm managing 
part of the £2.2 billion Kent 
Pension Fund could be dumped by 
councillors following a disastrous 
financial year. 

New York-based AllianceBemstein recorded 
a 50 per cent loss in revenue during the final 
quarter of 2008, which was partly due to 
investors removing about $44 billion from the 
struggling firm. 

Kent County Council, which administers the 
pension fund on behalf of tens of thousands of 
public sector workers, has confirmed it is keep¬ 
ing a close eye on AllianceBemstein’s future 
performance. 

There is no threat that any OAPs will not 
get their pension payments from 
the fund. 

Members of the superannuation fund 
committee are due to meet on Friday, 
March 6, to decide whether to keep the firm 
on board. 

Head of financial services Nick Vickers 
said representatives of AllianceBemstein 
would also be attending, and had “a lot of 
questions to answer”. 

Poor performance 

He added: “The company manages just 
under £200m of global equities for the fund 
and invests in stocks and shares around 
the world, but it performed very, very badly 
in 2008. 

“The pension fund managers are there to 
add value relative to how stock markets 
move, and AllianceBemstein very clearly 
underperformed in a year where others had 
very good performances generally. 

“Invesco for one did fantastically well. 

“We’ve already received lots of informa¬ 
tion as to why the firm performed so badly, 
but the committee members will have a big 
decision to make when they meet next 
month.” 

AllianceBemstein, which is majority- 
owned by insurance giant Axa, has already 
been relieved of its duties by Bedfordshire 
County Council Pension Fund. 

Managers at the Glasgow-based 
Strathclyde Pension Fund have also con¬ 
firmed they are keeping an eye on the 
firm’s performance. 

Despite the widespread concern, Mr 
Vickers said he did not think the superan¬ 
nuation fund committee would make any 
rash decisions. 

Value drop 

He said: “It’s likely that they will keep 
them. 

“Statistically AllianceBemstein has per¬ 
formed very strongly after a period of poor 
performance.” 

The total value of the Kent Pension Fund, 
which about 40,000 civil servants pay into 
and another 27,000 draw pensions from, 
went down from £2.632bn in November 
2007 to £2.274bn last September - a drop of 
£358m in less than a year.

‘questions to answer’ 


Every three years the fund is reviewed by 
actuaries - specialists in calculating financial 
risk - who then decide if contributions need to 
be put up or down. 

The next assessment is due in March 
2010, and if the value of the fund does not 
rise again then there could be an impact 


on the money which is paid into it by council 
taxpayers. 

An AllianceBemstein spokesman admitted 
to the Reuters news agency that the recent 
performance of its global equities services had 
been disappointing. 

But he added: “We are confident our portfo¬ 


lios are well-positioned to capture today’s 
exceptionally large opportunities to deliver the 
long-term premium our clients expect while 
guarding against near-term risks.” 

The spokesman declined to comment on the 
potential loss of business from any UK pen¬ 
sion schemes.

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Police set to fight judge’s 
death crash blame ruling 


A DATE has been announced for 
an appeal hearing into the case of 
Rachel Cheesewright who was 
killed in an accident involving a 
police car near Bethersden. 

The appeal has been launched 
by Kent Police after a judge ruled

He was travelling from Ashford 
with a colleague after receiving an 
emergency call for assistance 
related to a domestic dispute 
occurring in Tenterden. 

The case will now be heard at 
the Court of Appeal on March 26. 
The hearing is anticipated to last 
four hours.

press to modern-day computers.” 

Another section of the wide-ranging exhibi¬ 
tion, which runs until April 18, looks at the 
history of light - from the oil lamps used in 
ancient Egypt to the advent low energy bulbs. 

There are also examples of more frivolous 
inventions such as cocktail umbrellas. 

“We have brought in artefacts from the 
locality to illustrate the exhibition as well,” 
Mr Crowther said. 

“There are some fun things like roller 
hockey and light-hearted ones like such as 
stilettos and cocktail umbrellas. 

“We found there is reason behind them 
that goes beyond the decorative. In hot cli¬ 
mates they were used to shade the glass to 
stop the ice melting so quickly.” 

Heme Bay itself has a history of roller hock¬ 
ey with a rink run by the council on the pier. 

Mr Crowther said the first roller skates 
date from Victorian times when the pastime 
of ice skating first became fashionable. 

Another local example on display at the 
exhibition is the bouncing bomb, invented 
by the British engineer Bames Wallis. 

He said: “In the museum we have a 
bouncing bomb, which is kept downstairs. 
The prototype was tested in the sea off the 
coast of Reculver near Heme Bay. 

“It was one of several places they were tested 
and we have one that was recovered from the 
beach at extreme low tide about 10 years ago.” 

The bombs were designed during World 
War Two to destroy German dams and were 
in use from 1943.

Wendv rules out 
Poet Laureate j ob

RESPECTED writer 
Wendy Cope has called for 
the post of Poet Laureate to 
be abolished after ruling 
herself out of the job. 

Ms Cope, from Erith in Bexley, 
had been one of the favourites to 
replace Andrew Motion when he 
steps down in March. 

But writing in the Royal Society of 
Literature Review, the 63-year-old 
said she did not want the job 
because she felt it had too many 
expectations attached to it. 

She wrote: “Newspapers cover the 
selection of a new Laureate as if the 
post were the Wimbledon champi¬ 
onship of poetry - a Best Poet prize 
that all of us must surely want to 
win. This is absurd. When people 
ask me about the next Laureate I 
say: ‘I don’t know I don’t care. It isn’t 
important.’ 

Princess Anne 

“Although there is no requirement 
on the part of the Palace or Whitehall 
that the Laureate write anything at 
all, the press and the public expect it 
and the only way to get rid of that 
expectation is to abolish it.” 

Ms Cope, who was voted by BBC 
Radio 4 listeners as the preferred 
successor to former Laureate Ted 
Hughes in 1998, also said she did 
not feel good poetry could be written 
to order. 

She used an “embarrassingly bad”

piece of work by Sir John Betjeman 
to celebrate Princess Anne’s first 
wedding as an example of the dam¬ 
age such pressure can create. 

She wrote: “I remember feeling 
sad and thinking, ‘He shouldn’t 
have to do this’. My opinion hasn’t 
changed.” 

The title of Poet Laureate as a 
Royal office was first awarded to 
John Dryden in 1668, although sim¬ 
ilar roles had existed for centuries 
before then. 

He was responsible for writing 
and presenting official verses to cel¬ 
ebrate Royal occasions such as 
birthdays, coronations and wed¬ 
dings, but this custom ceased to be 
compulsory after Henry Pye’s death 
in 1819. 


Notable former Poet Laureates 
include Wordsworth and Tennyson, 
both of whom held the position in the 
mid-19th century. 

Despite Ms Cope’s disdain for the 
position and Mr Motion’s acceptance 
that it has damaged his work, the job 
is still held in high regard by others 
in the profession. 

Roger McGough, who presents 
Poetry Please on Radio 4, told The 
Guardian newspaper: “It’s a rather 
nice tradition to have, and people 
talk about it, which is good. 
Anything that gets poetry men¬ 
tioned is fine by me. 

Frustrations 


“It can put a lot of pressure on a 
poet but if you can’t handle it, don’t 
take it on.” 

Ms Cope’s wry sense of humour 
and keen eye for the frustrations of 
everyday life have led to her becom¬ 
ing one of the UK’s most widely- 
read poets. 

Archbishop of Canterbury Dr 
Rowan Williams is a fan, and has 
written: ‘Wendy Cope is without 
doubt the wittiest of contemporary 
English poets, and says a lot of 
extremely serious things.” 

She was educated at Farringtons 
School in Chislehurst before read¬ 
ing history at St Hilda’s College, 
Oxford. 

Her criticism of the Poet Laureate 
position now leaves Carol Ann 
Duffy as the bookmakers’ favourite. 
Other names on the shortlist 
include Simon Armitage, James 
Fenton and Benjamin Zephaniah.

Residents voice fears over 
jail’s sex offenders switch 


A DECISION to convert Maidstone Prison 
into a sex offenders unit within the next four 
months has shocked residents. 

They say such a unit is unsuitable for a 
town centre and fear it will drive down prop¬ 
erty prices. 

The Prison Service revealed last week that 
most inmates housed at the County Road 
prison will be sex offenders by the end of 
June. 

Other offenders now at HMP Maidstone 
will be moved, although a small unit for for¬ 
eign prisoners waiting to be removed by the 
UK Border Agency will remain at the jail. 

A Prison Service spokesman said: “During 
the next few months HMP Maidstone will be 


changing its prisoner population as it 
expands its role in providing sex offender 
treatment programmes. By June 30, apart 
from a small population of foreign nationals, 
Maidstone will be dedicated to the delivery of 
these programmes.” 

But Kay Breden, 24, who lives in 
Maidstone, said: “We don’t need people like 
that here. I guarantee people with kids won’t 
be happy. A specialised sex offender unit 
should be in the middle of nowhere, not in 
the town centre.” 

Andrew Sawyer, 18, from Coxheath, said: 
“It could make those living nearby want to 
sell up. I think it will put people off coming to 
Maidstone.”

‘Opportunistic’ 
port knocked in 
freight dispute

HAULIERS are switching from 
the Channel Tunnel to ferries in 
an bid to survive the recession, 
according to the Port of Dover. 

Research based on interviews with 40 
firms across Europe suggests a growing 
number are changing their routes to help 
reduce travel costs. 

However, Eurotunnel has accused the port 
of being “opportunistic” ahead of the 
Chunnel returning to full capacity next 
week. Sections of it have been closed for 
extensive work since last September’s fire. 

The Port of Dover’s research was carried 
out by international travel advisor Steer 
Davies Gleave. 

Port chief executive Bob Goldfield said: 
“Freight operators tell us speed and price 
are the only determining factors in choosing 
their transport routes. 

“Time-sensitive goods - for instance per¬ 
ishable, high-value foods or deliveries that 
are already overdue - tend to be sent via the 
Tunnel. But the lower cost of ferry freight 
attracts those delivering high-volume, com¬ 
modity goods. In a recession we would expect 
the volume of heavy goods vehicles through 
the port to shrink at the same rate. 

“However, while the economy shrank by 
1.5 per cent in the last three months of 2008, 
overall numbers of lorries through Dover fell 
by 2.5 per cent over the whole year. 

“The fire in the tunnel diverted all modes 
of traffic onto the ferries, boosting ferry 
freight by 34 per cent initially. Even now as 
the Tunnel returns to capacity, haulage com¬ 
panies are sticking with sea crossings as a 
means to keeping costs under control.” 


Interval six of the Channel Tunnel will 
reopen late on Monday night, barely three- 
and-a-half months after repairs began. 

Eurotunnel shuttles and Eurostar trains 
will be able to travel at their normal com¬ 
mercial speeds. 

Responding to the Port of Dover’s report, 
Eurotunnel official John Keefe said: “It’s just 
opportunism because they know we are re¬ 
opening. Clearly companies with goods of 
high value and goods that need to be deliv¬ 
ered quickly will use our system.” 

Last year more than 2.3 million HGVs 
passed through the port, carrying goods with 
an estimated value of £46 billion-£55bn. 

The port authority is building a short link 
road to take freight directly from the port 
onto the main roads out of Dover, and is also 
pressing ahead with plans for a second ferry 
terminal that would double capacity. 

Mr Goldfield said: “In the long term, cross- 
Channel freight volumes will grow, and 
when the economy moves out of recession we 
have to be ready to allow it to flourish.” 

Despite Mr Goldfield’s optimism, there are 
concerns that more freight will take to 


Kent’s roads due to the rising cost of rail 
travel. Haulage companies will have to pay 
500 per cent more if they want to use new 
high-speed trains to London, due to be intro¬ 
duced later this year. 

Don Armour, head of international service 
for the Tunbridge Wells-based Freight 
Transport Association, said it was not new 
for hauliers to choose ferries over the Tunnel. 

He said: “In 2003 the Port of Dover han¬ 
dled 58 per cent of the HGV traffic and 
Eurotunnel took 42 per cent. 

“The figures for 2008 look to be about 63 
per cent in favour of the port, which obvious¬ 
ly received a boost because of the fire. But it 
has constantly had more trucks go through 
it and continues to win the battle. 

“Companies will always be very price-sen¬ 
sitive when it comes to crossing the 
Channel. But people carrying their own 
goods might not be so picky and we have 
plenty of members who use the Tunnel more 
than the ferries.” 


MORE retailers have joined Maidstone Town 
Centre Management’s scheme to rid the coun¬ 
ty town of plastic bags.

Ruling Conservatives dismiss election year bribe claims 


Tax bills trimmed 
as county rethinks 
budget estimates 


COUNCIL taxpayers will receive 
slightly cheaper bills than 
expected next year after Kent 
County Council revised its 
planned increase. 

Finance chiefs initially proposed a rise of 
2.85 per cent when they announced the 
authority’s draft budget last month, but the 
figure has now dropped to 2.44 per cent. 

It means people living in Band D proper¬ 
ties will have an average bill of £1,026 
rather than £1,030. 

KCC Conservative leader Cllr Paul Carter 
said the increase was the second-lowest pro¬ 
posed by any council in the country 

He said: “We have been looking at the pos¬ 
sibility of bringing the figure down since we 
announced the draft budget and have 
worked very hard to do so. We always do all 
we can to minimise council tax increases

and we have been able to do this as well as 
spend tens of millions more in areas such as 
adult social care and road repairs. We only 
received about a £5 million grant from the 
Government, so I think we’ve done well.” 

Cllr Carter added that KCC had managed 
to save an additional £3m after taking 
advantage of lower interest rate deals on 
some of its short-term loans. 

Members of KCC’s ruling Tory cabinet 
agreed the tax increase at a meeting on 
Monday, with final approval due to be made 
by full council on February 19. 

Labour’s shadow cabinet member for 
finance, Cllr Derek Smyth, called the 
announcement “good news for today, bad 
news for tomorrow”. 

He said: “In each election year, the Tories 


have had artificially low rates of council tax 
increase followed by major hikes the follow¬ 
ing years. In 2001 the rate of increase was 
6.34 per cent followed by 9.2 per cent, and in 
2005 it was 3.7 per cent followed by 4.75 per 
cent. There is every reason to believe the 
same pattern will be seen in 2010.” 

Cllr Carter denied this would be the case. 
He said: “Just look at our track record - in 
12 years we have delivered our budget with 
a modest under-spend every year, and we 
have every intention of doing so next year. 

“I hope we can minimise the council tax 
increase then, and also the year after that. 
There are no games being played here.” 

Final council tax bills will be higher once 
local councils, Kent Police, Kent Fire and 
Rescue Service and any parish councils 
decide how much they need for services.

Invest, or reap 
what you sow 


SCIENTISTS in Kent are call¬ 
ing on the Government to invest 
more in research to tackle the 
nation’s fruit production prob¬ 
lems, writes Steve Knight. 

The UK is only able to supply 10 per cent 
of the fruit it consumes - the lowest figure 
of any agricultural or horticultural food 
category - and has to rely on imports. 

The Government’s Environment, Food 
and Rural Affairs (Efra) committee is look¬ 
ing into how the food supplies can be 
secured over the next 40 years, and scien¬ 
tists at East Mailing Research (EMR) 
believe extra funding is key 

Chief executive Colin Gutteridge said: 
“We recognise it is not possible to grow 
bananas or citrus fruits, which make up a 
significant proportion of the fruit we con¬ 
sume. However, the country still only pro¬ 
duces a quarter of the apples and five per 
cent of the cherries it eats. 

“This gap could be tackled by developing 
more efficient methods of production and 
storage to improve the profitability of 
growers through scientific research.” 

Production of fruit and vegetables in the 
UK falls well short of demand, which has 
risen sharply in the wake of healthy eating 
campaigns and nutrition advice. But EMR 
scientists have pointed to the ability to 
store Bramley cooking apples all-year 


round as an example of how research can 
benefit the industry. The techniques that 
enabled this innovation were tested over a 
30-year period at EMR, an independent 
provider of research, development and con¬ 
sultancy for land-based industries. 

Mr Gutteridge said: “The Bramley, which 
marks its 200th anniversary this year, is a 
success story thanks largely to ongoing 
investment in scientific research. 

“Horticultural research has to be seen as 
a long-term investment, which is why the 
Government must ensure it funds it so we 
are well-placed to tackle climate change 
and its impact on food security. 

“The UKs ability to ensure its food secu¬ 
rity would be enhanced by encouraging the 
fruit-growing industry to increase produc¬ 
tion, which in turn would improve our bal¬ 
ance of trade deficit, encourage healthier 
diets and reduce food miles. 

“This can largely be achieved by support¬ 
ing research and development.” 

EMR has submitted its views to the Efra 
committee, which is a House of Commons 
select committee made up of 14 MPs from 
all three major parties. Its remit is to 
examine the expenditure, administration 
and policy of the Department for 
Environment, Food and Rural Affairs 
(Defra) and associated public bodies.

Drive to go eco and downsize 
builds interest on New Reg ‘09 


CARMAKERS and their buyers 
suffered a triple-whammy last 
year: the recognition of global 
warming, a need to be seen to be 
greener, and now a recession of 
global proportions. 

The Government has also pushed to drive 
people into smaller and cleaner cars through 
new road tax bandings ranging from zero to 
£400 a year, and are set to become tougher. 

By 2010, gas guzzling limos or 4x4s face 
£950 road tax in the first year, though any¬ 
one spending £50,000-100,000 on a car is 
unlikely to be put off by such a paltry sum. 

For those who want to slash their motor¬ 
ing costs and emissions though, 2009 
opened with plenty of‘eco motoring’ options. 

Most car makers have a greener option 
sub-brand now such as ecoFLEX (Vauxhall), 
ECOlogic (Ford), Greenline (Vauxhall), 
Airdream (Citroen) or BlueMotion (VW). 

These ‘eco-specials’ can achieve improved 
fuel consumption, emissions and road tax 
bills with a mix of enhanced aerodynamics, 
revised engine management and gearbox 
ratios and lower rolling resistance tyres. 

However, they cost more, so weigh potential 
long-term savings against the greater upfront

cost - if you don’t cover the miles, then con¬ 
ventional alternatives may be a better bet. 

In the case of BMW though, the brand is 
in the process of rolling out its clever 
EfficientDynamics fuel and emissions sav¬ 
ing technology across the entire BMW and 
MINI ranges. 

Don’t ignore petrol models either; the 
higher price of diesel cars and the fuel at the 
pumps need to be compared with new and 
more powerful small petrol models avail¬ 
able such as VW’s new turbocharged 1.4- 
litre variants. 

The drive to downsize and ‘go green’ has 
certainly helped dispel some gloom in the 
trade though, as Kent on Sunday reported 
last week, many dealers say sales held up 
well over the notoriously quiet November to 
January quarter, and several expressed 
anger that the country seemed to be talking 
itself into a recession. 

General sales manager Kelvin Clayton of 
Wilmoths Citroen at Park Wood in 
Maidstone - newest of the group’s three

Kent branches - said: “Interest rates are 
low so there are deals available and, equal¬ 
ly, savers are spending on cars because they 
are not getting any return on capital. 
Anyone in a secure job with a mortgage 
that just got cheaper is probably feeling 
more secure now than they have for 
months. 

“People can also come in and work out a 
fixed budget for their motoring with a PCP 
so, even if things do get worse before they 
get better, then they do know what they 
have to find each month - we are offering a 
Citroen Cl (city car) on a PCP at £120 a 
month for three years - and we are selling 
cars across the whole range. 

“It’s an attitude of mind really though and

if we talk about a slump then it will happen 
if we are not careful.” 

The group general manager of Ford group 
Invicta Motors of Canterbury, Ashford and 
Thanet, also feared ‘careless talk’ was cost¬ 
ing the country dear. 

Brian Murray said: “Everyone has told con¬ 
sumers to be careful for the past 6-7 months 
and, yes, companies have failed and people 
have lost jobs, but those who are unaffected 
and in secure jobs are becoming numb to the 
dire predictions and loosening the reins.” 

Mr Murray added that many recent 
Invicta sales had been on used cars, but 
trade values on these were hardening fast 
and he predicted a switch to new cars, espe¬ 
cially with the ’09 registration plate looming.

But superminis and city runabouts are not 
just in demand for their size - they are cars for 
all eventualities, tackling motorway miles 
with ease as well as coping with stop-go town 
traffic.

SUPERMINI sales might be on the 
march in these environmentally 
aware times, but family hatch¬ 
backs remain the optimum size for 
most buyers and dominate the Top 
10 sellers list. 

No wonder then that it is the hardest-fought 
sector for manufacturers, with even the best 
battling hard to retain market share. 

Buyers want space, comfort and a good ride, 
but they also demand a good driving experi¬ 
ence and, increasingly, better fuel consumption 
and emissions levels - few contenders tick all 
the boxes. 

Here are some recommended rivals though: 

• BMW 1-Series - BMW has rocked the sector 
by offering an everyday hatchback size car with 
an executive badge on the bonnet and the 
brand’s driver-orientated rear-wheel drive lay¬ 
out. An eco-friendly ‘EfficientDynamics’ package 
has also slashed fuel costs, tax and emissions. 

• Citroen C4 - whether it’s the rakish three- 
door Coupe or stylish five-door, the distinctive 
and chic C4 has boosted Citroen in the eyes of 


mainstream car buyers. Great diesel engines 
can be part of a popular package. 

• Ford Focus - continues to dominate the 
market and not just because there is an estate, 
saloon and coupe-convertible to add to the 
‘standard’ three and five-door hatch formats. 
Good diesels help its appeal and there is a fru¬ 
gal ECOnetic model. 

• Mazda3 - available as a five-door hatch¬ 
back and four-door saloon, Mazda’s Zoom 
Zoom contender is a more premium option 
with a good choice of engines, generous equip¬ 


ment and cracking MPS performance flagship. 
A new car arrives in the spring so look out for 
deals. 

• Renault Megane - the distinctive rear-end

form, with great diesel options and scorching 
Renaultsport versions too. 

• Skoda Roomster - more MPV than family 
hatch but the rear ‘room’ has been cleverly 
grafted onto a car-like front to deliver the best 
of both worlds. 


• Vauxhall Astra - the Astra’s sharp styling 
in Sports Hatch (three-door) or five-door form 
cuts a dash, but a line-up of great engines is 
another big selling point and there is a scorch¬ 
ing VXR halo model. 

• VW Golf and Beetle - the Golf is bought 
with the head, the retro Beetle is bought with 
the heart. Check out the turbodiesels for their 
smoothness and power; the all-new Golf is a 
real driver’s car but refined enough inside to 
be mistaken for something larger and much 
dearer.

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Africa expert’s obesity warning

OBESITY and the chronic dis¬ 
eases related to it are overtaking 
HIV as the main cause of death 
in Africa, a leading nutrition 
expert from Kent has warned. 

Dr Paul Amuna, of the 
University of Kent at Medway, 
has been invited to speak on 
the subject at an international 
conference in Ghana this 
month, which has been organ¬ 
ised by the British Academy 
and the Royal Society 

The consultant and senior 
lecturer in nutrition and pub¬ 
lic health explained how obesi¬ 
ty was growing across Africa. 

“Over the last 50 to 60 years 
we have seen a trend that as 
income levels rise and people 
become more comfortable it 
results in higher levels of obe¬ 
sity,” he said. 

“There is a concept called 
‘nutrition transition’. When 
times are hard and the mother is under¬ 
nourished, the chances are that during the 
pregnancy not enough nutrients are get¬ 
ting to the foetus so it is likely to adapt 
ways of coping. The baby may be bom with 
a low birth weight, so it has a better way of 
storing energy. 

“In Africa, low birth weight is a huge 
problem. As the child grows, if they get 
more or better food to eat, it is easier for

them to put on weight.” 

The World Health Organisation (WHO) 
has predicted that by 2030 illnesses such as 
diabetes and cardiovascular problems 
would overtake communicable diseases 
such as tuberculosis and HIV as the main 
cause of death on the continent. 

Dr Amuna said: “In the last 30 years 
there has been an explosion of obesity, so 
chronic disease has become a big problem. 
It is competing with infectious diseases and 
has even overtaken them in 
terms of their instances.” 

At the conference in the capi¬ 
tal, Accra, on February 16 and 
17, Dr Amuna will speak about 
how lives in some of the poorest 
nations can be saved through 
dietary and lifestyle projects he 
has been working on. 

“HIV still remains,” he said. 
“Malaria and TB will continue 
to be there as long as there is 
poverty. But very poor people - 
if they survive these diseases 
through better treatment, 
nutrition and science - will 
become more affluent and they 
will tip over the other side. 

“More people will survive in 
poorer countries, but there 
will be higher chances of developing chron¬ 
ic diseases because there is a high rate of 
low birth weight. That is why we are inter¬ 
ested in the nutrition of the mother before 
and during pregnancy.” 

Dr Amuna, working with WHO’s malnu¬ 
trition task force in Africa, has been devel¬ 
oping approaches to improving nutrition, 
including the use of food multi-mix. It is a 
product that uses locally available, cheap 


ingredients such as fruits, pulses, vegetables 
and legumes in nutrient-rich mixes, which can 
be added to traditional food to achieve a more 
balanced diet. 

“We have undertaken a study in South 
Africa and fed pregnant women over a four- 
month period to improve their nutrition dur¬ 
ing pregnancy so their baby is bom with a bet¬ 
ter birth weight,” he said. 

Fizzy drinks 

He said the ambition was eventually to 
enable community groups to produce multi¬ 
mix themselves and sell it through coopera¬ 
tives. But in areas that are developing more 
quickly, Africans are experiencing problems 
with nutrition that are familiar in the West. 

Dr Amuna said: “Young people rely more on 


food outside the home and junk food comes 
into this. Fizzy drinks and other products are 
still expensive, but it is more a case of cheap, 
high-fat foods that people are consuming a lot 
of. In urban Ethiopia you have people relying 
on high-energy, high-fat foods. Also in Ghana, 
Kenya and South Africa.” 

The NHS in Kent and Medway spends £400 
million a year treating chronic diseases relat¬ 
ed to obesity. Dr Amuna said: “The problem in 
Africa is not on the same scale as in the UK. 
But 20 years ago, 0.04 per cent of people in 
Ghana had chronic diseases, now it is eight to 
10 per cent. The scale of the rise is very dra¬ 
matic and faster than in the UK.”

Distant children 

SENDING so many vulnerable children who 
unable to live with their own families far away 
from home cannot be in their best interests. 

There are more than 1,000 children and 
young people living in Kent who have been 
placed in the county by other local authorities. 

Children from places such as Manchester, 
Northampton and Newport have been taken 
away from their communities to live in 
residential homes in Dover, Deal and Thanet. 

Kent County Council said the practice puts 
pressure on public services and that local 
authorities are taking advantage of the high 
number of private children’s homes here. 

Residents have raised concerns about anti¬ 
social behaviour, but those involved have not 
really mentioned the children, apart from a 
cursory assumption that they are better off 
nearer home. This is no doubt true but they 
are here through no choice of their own, so is 
it right to make them feel a 'burden’? 

Of course residents should not have to put 
up with abuse or intimidation. Perhaps there 
needs to be more understanding about why 
the children have been sent away from their 
homes and how they feel being thrust into 
new surroundings. 

This practice seems to be harmful to children 
and communities involved and hopefully the 
new legislation will stop it continuing.

Ramsgate 
has been wondering about this 
recently. Politicians and the plan¬ 
ning system have developed an 
ability to look through us as 
though we were invisible. 

Take Roger Gale MP, extolling 
Manston airport in the House of 
Commons: its “take-offs and 
landings are currently, and will 
remain, over the sea”. 

Excuse me, no. Planes may 
approach over the sea, but after 
that they pass at little more than 
chimney height over a town of 
10,000 souls. You can practically 
count the hairs in the pilots’ nos¬ 
trils as they do so. 

Every time the weekly 747, a 
cargo plane from Africa, touches 
down, I say a little prayer of grat¬ 
itude for the safe delivery of the 
town and air crew. Yet KCC 
leader Cllr Paul Carter has been 
saying this is where Mayor Boris 
Johnson should look for further 
airport capacity to serve London. 
He’s had “very constructive dis¬ 
cussions” with him. Only this 
week Manston (sorry, Kent 
International Airport, as it is 
laughably called) announced its 
intention schedule night flights 
for heavily laden freighters, 
promising they would create jobs. 

Give us a break. What jobs? 
Where’s the evidence? In order to 
do so, KIA needs to obtain per¬ 
mission from Thanet council to 
amend the limits on night flights. 
I hope the council will stand up 
for residents, not corporate 
greed. Cllr Carter’s distinguished 


predecessor, the late Sir Sandy 
Bruce-Lockhart, expressed a dif¬ 
ferent view of Manston’s future 
when I spoke to him shortly 
before he died. 

He didn’t quite say the airport 
would make an ideal brownfield 
site for an eco-town (that was my 
idea). However, he was cold about 
its prospects as a conventional 
airport. It’s in the wrong place, on 
the nail of south-east England’s 
furthest toe. Most of the country’s 
population, in getting to it, would 
drive past Gatwick, if not 
Heathrow. Naturally, they would 
prefer to fly from those hubs 
rather than distant, poorly- 
served Manston. And there’s a 
huge freight airport just over the 
Channel at Ostend. Like many 
airports, Manston grew out of 
wartime need, originally during 
World War One, then as a Battle 
of Britain fighter base. 

Nobody cared much about 
aquifers then, but they do now, 
and Manston sits right on top of 
the one supplying water for 
Ramsgate. It makes us wonder 
how much carcinogenic material 


from runway runoff we have 
imbibed over the years. We aren’t 
keen to sip any more. If, however, 
you come from Maidstone, and 
find an exuberant Mayor of 
London bouncing towards the 
construction of an island airport 
in the Thames Estuary, Manston 
is viewed in a different light. It’s 
much further away. Perfect. 

For decades, Kent’s seaside 
towns, like others in Britain, 
have been used as dumping 
grounds (disruptive families, the 
elderly). Now, when there are 
signs of revival and people are 
talking about Ramsgate as a new 
Brighton, it is, if some get their 
way, about to be dumped on 
again. 

When will Kent and Thanet’s 
elected representatives see that 
the future of the coast lies in the 
quality of life it offers to residents 
and potential residents? This will 
bring more money into the econ¬ 
omy, more jobs, than if it becomes 
a cargo airport on sea. They are 
betraying us with their lack of 
vision. So far, only Green MEP 
Dr Caroline Lucas has seen that 



squashing Ramsgate beneath an 
expanded Manston is the think¬ 
ing of the last century. The way 
forward doesn’t lie in carbon- 
heavy, environmentally damag¬ 
ing air transport. The future 
depends on making Thanet 
somewhere people enjoy living. It 
has so much potential. 

Are they blind, ignorant or 
mad? Residents feel vulnerable. 
Only airports on the scale of 
Heathrow, Gatwick and Stansted 
have caps on the number of 
flights. In theory, plane move¬ 
ments at Manston could double, 
treble, quadruple or more 
overnight, if airlines could be 
attracted to use it. All they would 
need is planning permission for 
more terminal buildings. 

Nor, incredibly, is there a statu¬ 
tory obligation on airports of this 
size to monitor noise or air quali¬ 
ty. Out of sheer frustration, I may 
have to go French about it. I shall 
riot. I shall chain myself to the 
Manston wind sock. Meet me 
there if you want to join in.

EU must spare the rod 

The European Parliament’s fisheries commit¬ 
tee is now debating the extension of the 
Common Fisheries Policy (CFP) to recreation¬ 
al anglers. Those who fish for sport from piers 
or small vessels will be required to purchase 
licences and to log every fish they catch: a 
hugely cumbersome, expensive and bureau¬ 
cratic procedure. 

This is a ludicrously disproportionate 
response, when fish caught by sporting 
anglers account for perhaps one per cent of 
the total. 

Most recreational fishermen return their 
catches. In some cases, they tag them first, 
and contribute to conservation programmes. 
Brussels wants to stop all that, force them to 
land their catches, and to count those catches 
against the national quota. 

The CFP has been a calamity for fishermen 
in my constituency. It has destroyed what 
ought to have been a great renewable 
resource for Britain. Many skippers, having 
lost their livelihoods, now take sporting fish¬ 
ermen out in small boats. 

Now that too is threatened. The CFP will 
wreak the same damage to amateurs that it 
did to professionals.

Such a dangerous road 

The accidental death of Josh Callaghan near 
Rosherville Primary School was tragic but, 
unfortunately, entirely predictable. 

I have no idea of the specific cause of this 
terrible event, but in my view traffic control 
in this area is lamentable with several prob¬ 
lems contributing to driving difficulty. 

The pedestrian crossing at the brow of a 
hill is heavily indented, which edges traffic 
toward the centre of the road. At this point it 
is quite narrow with large vehicles closing it 
down still further. Furthermore, at night 
drivers are dazzled by the lights of oncoming 
vehicles, more so, again, by the larger vehi¬ 
cles because their lights are set higher. 

Pedestrians wishing to use the crossing are 
moved out into the road by the indent and 
potentially into the line of moving traffic. 

Additionally, the metal railings surrounding 
the area will act as lethal weapons should a 
driver lose control. 

The provision of cycle lanes (rarely used) on 
either side of the school narrows the road and 
these lanes are discontinued at the crossing. 

This forces a cyclist to ride round the 
indent, ride on the pavement past the school 
or dismount and negotiate the area some 
other way. 

Parking bays have been installed at the 
roadside. This, coupled with cars illegally 
parked on the pavement, means the vision of

Are we to deduce from that they are wait¬ 
ing for more people to be killed or seriously 
injured on buses, or that the researchers got 
it wrong four decades ago?

Penalising the poorest 


Energywatch has found that pre-payment 
users could be paying up to £567 - 42 per 
cent - more a year than affluent customers 
using internet tariffs. It is a huge regulatory 
failure that the successive governments of 
John Major, Tony Blair and Gordon Brown 
have not taken action. 

The National Housing Federation esti¬ 
mates that over a million people in fuel 
poverty would benefit from changes to pre¬ 
payment charges. 

We know change is not beyond the realm 
of possibility because within the UK solu¬ 
tions have been found. In Northern Ireland 
pre-pay customers actually receive a 2.5 per 
cent discount and can top-up over the 
phone. 

With, according to National Energy Action, 
5.4 million households in fuel poverty - and 
about 1,000 people a day being forcibly put 
onto pre-payment meters because of debt - 
this is a growing crisis. Action is needed 
immediately.

Those with the smallest incomes, whether 
they be benefits, pensions or minimum wage 
employment often have no choice but to use 
a pre-payment meter for their energy needs. 

It is an outrage that they also are faced 
with higher prices than those able to afford 
billed metering. 


No return to cruelty 


Contrary to what the Countryside Alliance 
would like us to believe, this week’s judg¬ 
ment on the Hunting Act from the High 
Court is in fact a very positive step forward 
in ensuring illegal hunters are brought to 
justice. 

Instead of being a new blow to the 
Hunting Act, this will clarify the law and 
clear up confusion around what is legal 
hunting and what is illegal hunting. 

There is absolutely no suggestion any¬ 
where in the judgment that the Act is unen¬ 
forceable. More importantly, this will clear 
the way for a backlog of cases to pass 
through the courts which will no doubt see 
the number of prosecutions rise further. 

We have always believed the law to be 
sound and effective and with any law the 
problem is with enforcement, not the law 
itself. Testament to this is the fact that near¬ 


ly 100 MPs have signed a new Early Day 
Motion calling for better enforcement. 

Some 75 per cent of the people in the UK do 
not want to see a return to cruelty when 
killing wild animals for fun was legal. 

It’s time the Countryside Alliance et al 
accepted this and stopped complaining about a 
law which prevents them enjoying their 
so-called sport.

Roomy A-Class stuffed 
into wrong pigeonhole 




WE have all bought cars we loved 
at first and grew to loathe. 

And even a week-long road test cannot tell 
you everything about a car. 

So I started seven days in the newly 
refreshed Mercedes-Benz A-Class with memo¬ 


ries of my first experience of the current gen¬ 
eration when it arrived in 2005. 

I was impressed by the scale of the advance 
in quality and style over its revolutionary yet 
flawed 1998 predecessor, but couldn’t quite 
bring myself to rave about the car. 

What changed this time has nothing to do 
with the midlife styling tweaks and new 
greener options - more on that later - but 
more with realising that the car has been 
wrongly pigeonholed and may, indeed, be on 


the threshold of new success as buyers of 
upmarket cars aim to downsize but keep a 
posh badge. 

The problem for Mercedes-Benz is that the 
A-Class is too often bracketed with junior 
models from arch rivals BMW and Audi and 
cannot compete with the driving appeal, style 
and cachet of these upmarket sporting hatch¬ 
backs - the 1-series and A3 respectively. 

On the other hand, it can look ridiculously 
expensive against mainstream small MPVs, 



yet the car is really in a ‘class’ of its own - a 
clever holdall with an upmarket image and 
there is even a three-door option. 

In a driving context it also delivers more 
than many small MPV rivals without any sig¬ 
nificant ride penalty. 

Yes, the speed sensing steering can lack feel, 
but the A-Class is a paragon of safety and 
exceptionally secure when pushed hard, no 
doubt a legacy of sophisticated electronics put 
in place after the Mark l’s embarrassing roll 
during a notorious stability examination, the 
Scandinavian ‘Elk Avoidance Test’. 

Where the original car was rather clumsily 
styled, its successor is far better too and the 
makeover has enhanced the sleek front end,

Despite compact dimensions, the A-Class 
feels relatively huge inside with superb head 
and legroom for those in the back, without rob¬ 
bing the car of boot space. The boot can also be 
adjusted quickly between two heights to deliv¬ 
er either a fully flat ‘van’ floor with extra com¬ 
partment beneath when the rear seats are 
folded, or a much deeper boot with the floor in 
the lower position.

Why German manufacturers have a pen¬ 
chant for labelling greener models as ‘blue’ is 
beyond me, but you can at least buy a 
BlueEfficiency A-Class for around the same 
outlay as a standard model - in sharp contrast 
to premiums charged for eco versions pro¬ 
duced by most other manufacturers. 

And you start saving straight away, with up 
to eight per cent better fuel economy, lower 
emissions - and lower road tax in most cases 


- plus a lighter conscience. 

And there is no discemable price to pay in 
terms of driving enjoyment, performance or 
comfort - the best way to deliver the green (or 
blue) message. 

In fact, our petrol model was so economical 
and refined that it adds to a growing impres¬ 
sion that the fuel is fighting back against 
diesel; to match the power and performance of 
our model you would need to spend some 
£1,100 more to get the A180 diesel Avantgarde 
SE, with comparable emissions/road tax and 
an official average consumption just 6mpg bet¬ 
ter - you need to cover an awffil lot of extra 
miles to claw back that upfront outlay.

French ferry operator LD Lines is launching 
a Dover-Dieppe service at the same time as 
bringing forward by six months its new Dover- 
Boulogne link. It’s long been the group’s inten¬ 
tion to expand its route network to the Dover 
Straits - at present it operates from 
Portsmouth and Newhaven. 

In Boulogne, the service will take the berth 
once occupied by defunct fast-ferry operator 
SpeedFerries. 

Boulogne chamber of commerce - which is 
also the port authority - is investing 35 mil¬ 
lion euros in a new roll-on, roll-off terminal to 
be ready ready by July 1, when LD Lines plans 
to bring in a second ship. 

Managing director Christophe Santoni said:

“We can clearly identify strong commercial 
opportunities for a direct ferry link to be re¬ 
established between Dover and Boulogne after 
the departure of the previous operator. 

“Research shows the demand is there from 
tourist passengers and freight customers - 
and to bring forward the start of the service. 

“A profitable ferry service must rely on a 
combination of passenger and freight business 
and by introducing a conventional ship 
between Dover, Boulogne and Dieppe, both 
freight and tourist markets will have an 
extensive choice.” 

LD Lines already operates the Portsmouth- 
Le Havre and Newhaven-Dieppe routes. 

From February 12, there will be up to two 
return sailings daily between Dover and 
Boulogne, with a crossing time of one hour 45 
minutes. One round-trip daily will operate 


between Dover and Dieppe, with a crossing 
time of four hours 15 minutes. Built in 2007, 
the ships introducing the new services will 
alternate between Seven Sisters and Cote 
d’Albatre. Another vessel, Norman Spirit, cur¬ 
rently sailing out of Portsmouth, will join them 
in July. Both ships currently operate on the 
Newhaven-Dieppe route under the 
Transmanche Ferries name, part of the LD 
Lines network. The sister ships each have 
capacity for 600 passengers and 300 cars or 52 
freight vehicles, or a combination of both. 

“We are delighted to welcome the early start 
of this new service by LD Lines, which pro¬ 
vides a new travel opportunity for the 700,000 
passengers a year who were using the previ¬ 
ous service,” said Francis Leroy, president of 
the Boulogne chamber of commerce. 

“This is excellent news for the port, town and 
region at the start of the year and is the first 
step prior to the service increasing from two to 
six return sailings daily from July, with the 
introduction of a second ship.”

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Mosquito is ready 
to enter the fray 


TAKE-OFF was delayed, but the Mossie - 
one of the most popular aircraft kit models 
ever made - is now ready to taxi onto the 
runway from September ready for next 
Christmas, writes Tony Patey. 

Margate-based Hornby, which is making the replica of 
the Mosquito World War Two fighter-bomber in its Airfix 
range, said it is at an advanced stage of tooling in China. 

It was due to take to the model shop shelves last 
November, but there were design snags with the 24th- 



scale model of the de Havilland legend. Then there was 
talk that it would be in the shops from March, but now 
the firm says it won’t be available until the autumn. 

Chief executive Frank Martin said: “The delay arose 
during detailed design phases, when it became apparent 
that in order to design from scratch all of the many vari¬ 
ants of the Mosquito, the process would take longer than 
originally envisaged.” 

The Mossie was admired even by the Germans and it 
flew from Manston and other Kent airfields, including 
West Mailing. The first Airfix model will be the NF2 and 
other versions will follow. Meanwhile Hornby, which 
owns Scalextric and Corgi as well as 
Airfix and its core model railway range, 
has been hit by the weak pound because 
it makes most of its purchases in US 
dollars, although Christmas trading 
was “significantly above” that of 2007. 

In its regular update on trading and 
interim management statement for the 
period October 1,2008, until now, it said 
that following “more difficult trading 
conditions” in the first half of 2008 it 
“continued to experience cautious 
demand” from major UK retailers dur¬ 
ing the pre-Christmas period.

that demand improved in the weeks 
immediately before Christmas. This 
continued immediately following 
Christmas and overall trading in 
December was significantly above 
the previous year. 

“European demand was encourag¬ 
ing as our brands and new releases 
continued to be well received, 
although the performance contin¬ 
ued to be constrained by supply 
issues. Based on current orders on 
hand and expected deliveries over 
the coming weeks, the company 


expects a strong finish to the finan¬ 
cial year.” 

Sales lost in the autumn and pre- 
Christmas period due to cautious 
demand from retailers are unlikely 
to be recovered, so observers have 
cut their profit forecasts by nearly a 
half to £4.5 million. 

Difficulties experienced by its 
principal supplier in China came to 
a head in the autumn and it was 
taken over by a Hong Kong-based 
company and this has stabilised 
supplies. 


Fuel of the future in full flow 


WATER on window panes can be fas¬ 
cinating to poets and painters, but if 
chemists in Kent are successful they 
could fuel cars and buildings with 
energy actually extracted from it. 

At the University of Greenwich at 
Medway they’re trying to develop 
new approaches to a process called 
photocatalysis - producing hydrogen 
from water using sunlight. 

Powering buildings and cars with 
hydrogen will be a big business, but it 
could be up to 10 years before the 
technology is fully developed. 

Photocatalysis is already being 
used for a range of applications such 
as breaking down organic residues 
on self-cleaning glass at the new St 
Pancras railway station. 

But so far, efforts to use the tech¬ 
nology have been hampered because 
standard approaches using titanium 
dioxide have limited value as they 
take advantage of only a narrow sec¬ 


tion of the sun’s spectrum. Now Dr 
Bruce Alexander and PhD student 
Craig Morton, of the university’s 
school of science, are investigating 
the potential of other materials that 
gather energy from more of the sun¬ 
light and can be painted or sprayed 
onto external surfaces. 

So far they’ve had success with 
tungsten trioxide and iron oxide. 
They found iron oxide can harness 
about 40 per cent of the sunlight that 
strikes the planet - compared with 
just three per cent for titanium oxide 
- but it’s not very efficient. 

The duo will be talking about their 
cutting edge work at the next meet¬ 
ing of the International Society of 
Electrochemistry in Poland next 
month. 

Dr Alexander’s experiments are 
also feeding directly into other 
research on protecting the environ¬ 
ment. If successful, they’ll be making 


a major contribu¬ 
tion to the pro¬ 
duction of green 
fuels and dealing 
with the prob¬ 
lem of carbon 
dioxide from the 
combustion of 
fossil fuels. 

He said: 

“Alternatives to 
fossil fuels need 
to be found and 
solar hydrogen 
production has 
its role to play. 

The whole cycle, from fuel production 
to use, is both renewable and non¬ 
polluting. 

“Hydrogen production needs to be 
made more efficient. We are looking 
for materials that can do this and are 
cost-effective enough to be attractive 
to manufacturers.”

Q 


Why are you so attached to north Kent? 


The Medway towns and north Kent is where I was brought up and 
where my family and friends are based. The two things that would 
give me the most satisfaction on a professional level, and where I 
would like to make a real contribution, are the regeneration of north 
Kent and the integration and success of ethnic minority businesses. 

Q Why did Thames Gateway Chamber feel there was a need to 
create an ethnic minority business division? 

A The ethnic minority business community in North Kent is an 
important part of the local economy. Whether it is the larger man¬ 
ufacturing, distribution or construction businesses or the smaller pro¬ 
fessional services or retail businesses, they all create wealth and jobs, 
which is important for an area that has lagged behind the rest of the 
South East. 

Most of these businesses are run by either first or second-genera¬ 
tion immigrants who have worked incredibly hard and for very long 
hours. Because of this and language barriers, there has not been a 
sufficient degree of integration with the wider business community 
which is why the chamber felt that a conduit, through which those 
businesses could pass and integrate, would be benefi¬ 
cial. We do not believe the needs of ethnic minority busi¬ 
nesses are any different to those of other businesses. To 
ensure we involve the Chinese, Afro-Caribbean, Indian 
and Pakistani communities, we must be clear that our 
focus is on business and not politics or religion. 


§ QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


Regeneration of north Kent is a key phrase with Kamal Aggarwal. 
He’s a partner with law firm Thomson Snell and Passmore, which has 
offices in Greenhithe and Tunbridge Wells. Having qualified with City 
firm Turner Kenneth Brown (now Nabarro), he joined Thomson Snell 
and Passmore in 1992 and became a partner in 1996. Mr Aggarwal 
leads a team of 10 lawyers acting for a range of clients including 
multinational and local businesses, local authorities and other pub¬ 
licly-funded bodies.His family arrived in England in 1968 and settled 
in Medway. He’s a director of the Thames Gateway (Kent) Chamber 
of Commerce, a member of the ethnic minority business division 
committee, a member of the Kent Thameside Economic Board and 
the Thames Gateway Kent Partnership. He talked to KOS Media: 



Q When was it launched, and has it attracted 
many businesses? 

A lt was launched in October, with more than 150 of 
the area’s ethnic minority business and professional 
leaders in attendance. We expect to hold a similar black 
tie event each October and expect the numbers attend¬ 
ing this year to increase to 250. Smaller networking 
events are also planned throughout the year.

| Has this initiative been able to drive any 
l change in outlook and perception for ethnic 
minority businesses and what success 
has come from it? 

A Very much so. We had no difficulty at 
all in securing sponsorship for the 
event in October from my own firm, HSBC, 

Barclays, Royal Bank of Scotland, Lloyds 
Bank and Medway Council. Those organi¬ 
sations and many others are keen to be 
involved in future events. 

The single biggest change in perception 
has been to the view that ethnic minority 
businesses are introverted and do not like 
to network. 

Q Have you been able to appeal to 
younger entrepreneurs from the 
ethnic minority community? 

A lt is early days and I will not pretend 
we have made significant progress in 
this respect. 

While we were pleased that many of the 
business leaders attending were younger 
entrepreneurs - most were under 40 - we 
have a challenge to encourage more school 
and university leavers to get involved in 
business management and in setting up 
their own businesses. 


Q What are your key messages and what would be 
the benchmark for success? 

A Over the years language and cultural barriers have 
often prevented full integration with the wider com¬ 
munity. Religious and sometimes political and national 
tensions, often imported from the mother country, have 
meant those communities have often been fragmented 
and introverted. Things have moved on. 

The new generation ethnic minority business leader is 
well educated, able to communicate fluently in both 
English and the mother tongue, have left behind many of 
the religious and national tensions of their parents’ gener¬ 
ation, and are ambitious and confident about their busi¬ 
ness, their position and their future. 

Our benchmark for success is to get to a stage when a 
separate division becomes superfluous because ethnic 
minority businesses are active in their own right.

DARTFORD will play Norwich City in a 
pre-season friendly this summer as part 
of the deal which took rising star Cody 
McDonald to the Championship club on 
transfer deadline day. 

The Ryman League club received an 
undisclosed fee for the sought-after 22- 
year-old, whose dream move to Norwich 
was sealed on Monday. As part of the 
switch the Canaries have agreed to 
bring a full-strength squad for the game 
at Princes Park in July and the Darts will 
also receive a proportion of the transfer 
fee if McDonald leaves Carrow Road. 

Dartford manager Tony Burman admit¬ 
ted to mixed feelings about the move, 
but believes Norwich is the right place to 
nurture the striker’s talents. 

“We would’ve loved to have kept him, 
but the joy of seeing one of your players 
become a professional outweighs those 
emotions,” he said. 

Offers 

“I think it’s an excellent place to end up. 
Norwich treated us like we were in the 
same division as them and in all the times 
we spoke, it wasn’t about the money and 
more what was best for Cody.” 

McDonald only joined Dartford in 
October, but a return of 19 goals from 20 
games saw a host of Football League 
clubs linked with the striker. 

Dartford turned down two offers from 
other clubs before agreeing to Norwich’s 
approach after last Saturday’s home 
game with Maidstone United. 

City boss Bryan Gunn believes his new 
signing will be able to cope with the leap 
of five divisions up to the Championship. 

He told the club’s website: “He’s got 
an eye for goal and pace, which in mod¬ 
ern football is crucial. 

“Behind the scenes we can work on 
his fitness levels, as he’ll be coming out 
of part-time football to train every day, 
but we can work on that and he has the 
raw ingredients of a top striker.”

THE financial downturn has halt¬ 
ed Kent boxer Mehrdud Takaloo’s 
long-awaited return to the ring. 

The former two-time WBU champion at 
both light-middleweight and welterweight 
was hopeful he would have a fight lined up at 
the start of the year, but is still awaiting a call 
from his promoters. 

The 33-year-old from Margate, looked all set 
to throw in the towel after his defeat to 
Anthony Small in January last year but was 
talked back into a potential return by long¬ 
time friend Joe Calzaghe. The undefeated 
Welshman is believed to be looking for a 


career as a boxing promoter and has urged 
Takaloo to carry on fighting. 

It could mean potential fights in the USA as 
Calzaghe looks to the American market as a 
place to blood his boxers, but with time 
ticking away and no fights forthcoming, the 
chances of Takaloo getting back in the ring 
are reducing. 

The Margate Rock, as he is known, has been 
back in the gym for several months but 
admits he can’t wait for a fight forever. 

He said: “It’s the boredom thing really 
because your body can only train so much 
doing a certain thing. 

“It’s not the same thing as being punched 
in the head. I’m in the gym training hard 
just waiting for a fight, I need to get a few 
wins under my belt.” 


The economic crisis has also stretched as far 
as boxing, according to Takaloo, which will not 
help his case after having been out of the ring 
for more than a year. 

He may draw heart from one of his former 
opponents, Ryan Rhodes, who has won his 
last six bouts at the age of 32, and is set to 
fight Small for the British title next month. 

Takaloo said: “Everything is so slow at the 
moment, fighters are not getting the fights. 

“It’s difficult out there - everyone is nervous 
and the promoters aren’t getting the fights 
and they’re using the recession as an excuse. 
I’ll have an eye on the Small and Rhodes fight 
to see what comes out of that.”

Cath goes fourth for Six Nations try 


LIFTING the Six Nations trophy for a fourth 
consecutive time is all the motivation Kent- 
born England rugby captain Catherine 
Spencer needs to lead her side to glory in 2009. 

The former Folkestone rugby player, who 
became England captain last season, guided 
the women’s side to an unprecedented third 
consecutive Six Nations Grand Slam last year. 
The feat had never been achieved before in 
either the men’s or women’s game. 

Coupled with their success in the Six 
Nations tournament, Spencer’s side have won 
their last 18 Test matches, a record which 
stretches back to the World Cup final defeat to 
New Zealand in September, 2006. 

With the England men’s team struggling for 
form going into this year’s Six Nations, 
Spencer’s side face their toughest test yet and 
began their campaign with the visit of Italy 
yesterday. 

The 29-year-old said: “It’s going to be tough 
for us to equal what we did last year. Some of 
last year’s squad will be competing in a sevens 
tournament in Dubai so we will have a num¬ 
ber of new players joining the squad. It will 
certainly be more competitive this year and 
possibly our hardest yet. Wales, France and

Ireland can all produce quality rugby so it is 
difficult to say who will be favourites to chal¬ 
lenge us. 

“It was fantastic to win the third consecutive 
Grand Slam, but the motivation for success is 
still there. To go on and win a fourth is the aim 
now and it is what is driving me on. The tour¬ 
nament is also key to us as it will be prepara¬ 
tion for the World Cup next year.” 


Following the news of England and Bath 
player Matt Stevens’ positive drug test last 
month, the rugby scene has been clouded 
going into the Six Nations. 

Spencer revealed drug tests also take place 
regularly in the women’s game and feels 
players should realise the impact they have 
on others. 

She said: “I cannot really comment on the 
Matt Stevens case in particular as I don’t 
know all the facts. However, part of the job of 
being an international rugby player is to be a 
role model.” 

With England hosting the women’s World 
Cup in 2010, the game is set for an injection of 
support. After making Six Nations history last 
year Spencer feels her side’s efforts deserve 
more recognition. 

She added: “It is quite frustrating in a way 
because we have achieved so much in the past 
and we probably have not had the recognition 
we deserve. 

“However, I feel the following for women’s 
rugby will rise in the near future when 
England hosts the World Cup next year. It will 
never be as big as the men’s game but I think 
support will grow.”

IN A week’s time I will be in 
New Zealand, but although being 
named as captain for the 
England Lions tour is an honour 
I must make sure I stay totally 
focused on my own game. 

It would be easy to concentrate on the cap¬ 
taincy at the cost of getting my batting form 
right, and what is important for me, as well 
as the other players on the trip, is to put my 
name forward for senior England selection.

Seriously, he enjoyed the experience 
immensely and learned a lot by being around 
and practising with the likes of Andrew 
Flintoff. I think he has taken a lot of confi¬ 
dence from being asked to join the senior 
England guys, and I’m hoping we will see 
Amjad hitting his straps in New Zealand. 

As captain, I hope I will have enough of a 
say in selection to ensure myself and Joe 
Denly are able to open the innings together, 
in both the Tests’ we are due to play against 
New Zealand A and the limited overs games.

It would be fantastic, too, if we three Kent 
lads can be on the top of the pile when it 
comes to performance. It’s certainly what we 
are aiming to do and, with Sam Northeast 
representing England under-19s in South 
Africa and James Tredwell close to selection 
for the Lions in New Zealand too, it has been 
a good winter for Kent so far. 


Duo miss out on IPL riches 


KENT’S top brass were spared a tough 
decision this week after Rob Key and 
Martin van Jaarsveld were left off the Indian 
Premier League auction list. 

The county’s skipper and vice-captain 
were on an original list of 148 players to be 
bid for by the eight Indian franchises, but 
the teams met last weekend and decided 
to trim the auction list to 43. 

It meant both Key and van Jaarsveld 
missed out on a chance to potentially pock¬ 


et thousands of pounds in the lucrative 
Twenty20 competition but means they will 
both now definitely start the season for Kent. 

Key wasn’t shocked he failed to make the 
final cut. He said: “I was asked in the sum¬ 
mer if I wanted to go to the IPL, but never 
really expected anything to come of it. 

“I didn’t really have a clue about it until I 
heard I was on the list last week, but even 
then I would have put a lot of money down 
on the fact that I wouldn’t get picked up.” 


We get a lot of stick for the number of our 
Kolpak players, but to have four - and near¬ 
ly five - players selected for England touring 
teams this winter is something people 
should also recognise. 

It has been noticeable, after a break, how 
regularly a lot of players are coming into the 
ground at Canterbury to work on their 
games. Their reaction to the overall disap¬ 
pointments of last season has been spot-on. 

As a squad, we have been honest and hard 
with ourselves about the reasons why we got 
so close to honours last summer. 

We don’t want to spend more than a season 
in Division Two of the County Championship, 
so our priority must be to get promotion 
straightaway, while continuing to show just 
what a good one-day team we have become. 

I would also like to thank the club for keep¬ 
ing playing staff levels up despite financial 
hardships. It is a real show of faith in us, and 
one which we must all repay. 

Between now and the start of the season a 
lot of the players will be getting some over¬ 
seas play or practice to help gear themselves 
up for the 2009 campaign. 

Darren Stevens is going to South Africa, 
James Tredwell and Rob Ferley to India, 
while Justin Kemp, Martin van Jaarsveld 
and Ryan McLaren have been playing regu¬ 
larly in South African domestic cricket. 

Financial constraints mean we won’t be 
having a pre-season overseas trip this 
spring, so it is good so many players have 
sorted out something for themselves. For me, 
though, scoring a lot of runs in New Zealand 
is the vital next step.

CONSTRUCTION of Kent’s latest athletics 
facility will begin in Maidstone next week 
ending a 25-year struggle for Medway & 
Maidstone Athletics Club. 

The club have joined forces with Sutton 
Valence School and Maidstone Borough 
Council to fund the state-of-the-art facility to 
be built on the school site in the county town. 

After receiving the final go ahead from 
the council, construction begins on the 
£794,000 project next week with completion 
likely to be in July. 

The club have been trying to build a per¬ 
manent base in Maidstone for 25 years. 

Club chairman, and former Premier 
League football referee Paul Alcock, can’t 
wait for the completion of the project and 


feels the facility will aid the growth of athlet¬ 
ics in Kent. 

He said: “It will certainly benefit the coun¬ 
ty as a whole. When you look around the 
county there are a few good tracks. 

“This facility will be opening athletics up to 
a lot more people as we have lost many ath¬ 
letes who refused to travel to get to a decent 
track.” 

The club plan to open the facility by hosting 
the Kent Relay Championships in September. 

The county’s athletics facilities have 
received a boost ahead of London 2012 with 
the redevelopment of the Black Lion Leisure 
Centre underway in Medway and the con¬ 
struction of brand new track at the Marlowe 
Academy in Ramsgate.

JAMIE Staffs enthusiasm for 
cycling appears to be as healthy as 
ever after he revealed he is hoping 
to out perform multiple Olympic 
cycling champion Chris Hoy 

The Ashford-bom cyclist, who achieved his 
ultimate goal by winning gold in the Team 
Sprint at the Beijing Olympics last summer, 
is back in action next weekend in a World 
Cup meeting at Copenhagen. 

After clinching the Olympic gold medal, 
Staff admitted his motivation wavered. 
However, he has set himself a new chal¬ 
lenge in trying to beat Hoy, the four-time 
Olympic champion and Sports Personality 
of the Year 2008, in competition both this 
season and next. 

He told Kent on Sunday said: “It’s hard. 
You reach the peak of your career, then you 
have to wonder what is going to drive you 
on in the future. I’ve set some big tasks to 
chase next season so that it gives me some¬ 
thing to focus on. 

“I want to have a serious go at racing 
sprint and keirin in the World Cup series 
and Commonwealth Games next year. I’ve 
learned a lot about myself and how I react to 
certain training, so I think I should be able 
to give Chris [Hoy] a run for his money next 
season hopefully.” 

The 3 5-year-old has been training in 
America during the winter and enjoyed being 
out of the spotlight. With next month’s World

Championships in Poland fast approaching, 
Staff feels confident of retaining his place in 
the Great Britain team for the event. 

He said: “I think I should be in with a 
good chance of making the team. Our form 
hasn’t suffered too much since the Games, 
so I’m expecting to still make the final 
team this year. 

“Obviously the youngsters are getting 
quicker, but I do my best to intimidate them 
as much as I can so they think I’m still better 
than them. They are getting quick though.” 

While Staff returns to action next week, 
fellow Ashford athlete Lisa Dobriskey, has 
decided not to race competitively until the 
summer. 

The 25-year-old, who finished fourth in the 
1500m final at the Beijing Olympics, has 
been recovering from a lower back injury dur¬ 
ing the winter. Dobriskey was due to take 
part in the Emerald Nuts Midnight Run in 
New York on New Year’s Eve, but the injury 
ruled her out. 

With the Berlin World Championships in 


August her main target, Dobriskey is hoping 
to stay injuiy-ffee ahead of the summer sea¬ 
son and will travel to South Africa for an 
intense fitness regime next month. 

She told KoS: “I am disappointed not to be 
racing. I have been recovering from a niggling 
back injury and I do not want to have a sum¬ 
mer interrupted by injury. 

“South Africa is home from home. The set¬ 
up over there is great and it will allow me just 
to focus on the 1500m. I am not doing any¬ 
thing different in training, but I have to say 
the niggling injuiy has been a blessing in a 
way as it has taken the spotlight off me.” 

After breaking into the elite level last sea¬ 
son, the Ashford athlete’s goals for 2009 
remain clear. 

She added: “The big goals this year are to 
run under four minutes and to make up for 
the disappointment in Beijing by medalling 
at the Worlds in Berlin.”

End of an era for Gills stalwart Crofts 


ANDREW Crofts’ nine-year association with 
Gillingham is expected to come to end this 
week after the club opened negotiations to 
settle the former captain’s contract. 

The 24-year-old is the longest-serving 
player in the squad, making 191 appear¬ 
ances since making his debut in 2001. He 
began this season as captain but Gills boss 
Mark Stimson opted to hand the armband to 
Barry Fuller and transfer-listed Crofts last 
autumn, citing a loss of form. 

He moved on loan to Peterborough in 
November and looked set to stay with the 
League One club until the end of the sea¬ 
son. All parties were keen, but when the 
clubs could not agree terms Crofts returned 
to the club when the original deal ended last 
weekend. 

The midfielder was still good enough to be 
selected for Wales’ friendly against Poland 
next week, but Stimson made it clear Crofts, 
who is believed to be one of the squad’s 
highest earners, was still not in his plans. 


He said: “There are - I can think off the 
top of my head - five players who would 
play in front of Andrew in that position, so 
that’s not going to be any good for him and 
it’s definitely not going to be good for me 
having someone on that type of money not 
playing.” 

Chatham-born Crofts met chairman Paul 
Scally on Friday to agree a settlement on his 
contract which is due to finish this summer. 

Gills spent significant sums paying up 
contracts of players who had fallen out with 
Stimson last season, but the Priestfield 
boss emphasised there was no ill feeling 
between himself and Crofts. 

“He’s a great lad, possibly too nice in my 
eyes,” he said. “He’s always on time and 
never causes you a problem, so he won’t 
disrupt it at all because he’s a genuine kid 
and he needs to play.” 

If a deal is reached, it would free up some 
room in the wage budget to bring in players 
when the loan window re-opens next week.
